PETROFF’S GARBLED DOCUMENTS.

THE SHARP CRITICISMS MADE BY THE 
ENGLISH PAPEBS. 


Lonpon, April 3.—The newspapers generally 
comment upon the introduction before the 
Court of Arbitration regarding Bering Sea of 
the British counter-case exposing the use made 
of mistranslations of Russian documents in the 
case presented by the United States. 
The Lendon Standard says that sometimes 
the translator seems to have blundered out of 
sheer carelessness, and in other places to have 
been mistaken, while some errors of omission and 
commission show deliberate falsification in fa- 
vor of the contentions of the United States. 
As the agent of the United States had put in 
amended versions of the mistransiated doou- 
ments, most people, the Standard continues, 
would suppose that no more need be said; but 
it is surprising to find that, after tacitly admit- 
ting some documents to be no more reliable 
than the Mormon a the United States 
Government has refrained from modifying or 
withdrawing the arguments based on garbled 
mistranslations. 
The British contention, the Standard adds, is 
that, when spurious passages are expunged, 
there does not remain an atom of evidence sup- 
porting the chief American allegations. n 
closing, the newspaper remarks that it would, 
rhaps, be futile toask whether any responsi- 
le politician at Washington really thought that 
the device would beguile the representatives of 
Great Britain.

JILTED MAN WITH A RAZOR. 


RESCUE OF AN ELIZABETH GIRL WHOSE 
LIFE WAS IN DANGER. 


ELIzaABETH, April.3.—Philip Handstreet cre- 
ated a scene here at noon to-day on East Jersey 
Street, seizing hold of Miss Sophia Aumann and 
attempting to slash her with a razor. 

Miss Aumann ie eighteen years old and very 
pretty. She is employed in the Pacific Rubber 
Works on East Jersey Street. Handstreet is 
® grocer at Elizabethport, aged twenty-two. 
He formerly paid attention to Miss Aumann, 


but she did notseem to oare for him, and two 
weeks ago forbade him calling at her house any 
more. 
Sunday night Handstreet made his appear- 
ance in front of Miss Aumann’s house, and paced 
the sidewalk for hours with the expectation of 
seeing her, but he was disappointed. Then he 
ap to-day in front of the rubber works 
and walked the sidewalk for several hours until 
the girl came out to go to dinner. 
Then he stepped up alongside of her and 
asked to be heard fora moment. Miss Aumann 
replied: 
“T don’t want to talk to you,and I told you 
two weeks ago to cease annoying me.” 
Handstreet then seized the girl by the arm and 
drew a razor from his pocket. 
Miss Aumann screamed, and Foreman Proc- 
tor. Thomas Higgins, and Frank E rushed 
to her assistance. Higgins reached the girl's 
side just as her desperate admirer had the razor 
poised, ready to draw it across her throat. Hig- 
gins hit Handstreeta blow with bis fist that sent 
him staggering, and then gave him another 
blow that knocked him down. 
The three men then quickly disarmed Hand- 
street, and held him a prisoner for some min- 
utes while one of the bystanders went for a po- 
Moeman.

He 
goes alone, butis authorized to call troops te 
his aid by wire should there be in his judgment 
any necessity. 





Two Lives Lost in a Fire. 

Porxt ARENA, Cal., April 3,—Fire broke out in 
the Grand Hotel early this morning and spread 
rapidly to other buildings in the town. About 
a dozen structures, comprising most of the 
business portion, weredestroyed. Gus Greaves 
and another man jumped from a hotel window 
and received injuries from which they died in a 
shorttime.

THE CHICAGO MAYORALTY 


CARTER HARRISON'S VICTOBY NOT 
AT ALL CERTAIN. 


THE CANDIDACY OF CREGIER MAY RE- 
SULT IN HIS DEFEAT—ALLERTON 
EXPECTED TO POLL A LARGE DEM- 
OCRATIC VOTE—THE POLLS TO BE 
WATCHED FOR ILLEGAL VOTERS. 


CHICAGO, April 3.—The last day of the city 
campaign was employed by the managers of the 
respective parties in aligning their forces for 
the conflict of Tuesday. 

Never in the history of the city was an election 
80 closely watched as that to be held to-morrow. 
With certain knowledge that the Harrison heel- 
ers and ward workers will leave no means of 
getting in votes for their candidate untried, the 
managers of the oitizens’ campaign feel the 
necessity of using every lawfal method to pre- 
vent the success of the conspiracy. At each 
polling place trusty watchers and challengers 
will be on guard, and any attempt to evade or 
violate the law will be frustrated by the arrest 
of the offenders. 

If Harrison is defeated, he will owe his over 
throw mainly to the man who suffered through 
the Harrison bolt two years ago—D. OU. Creg ier. 
Reports received at the Allerton headquarters 
indicate that Cregier will poll alarger vote than 
was expected. At the Cregier headquarters a 
claim of 35,000 votes was made. A defection 
of less than half that number from the Cleve- 
land vote of last Fall will be sufficient to beat 
Harrison. 

From all wards come to the Allerton head- 
quarters reports to the effect that Harrison can- 
not by any means poll more than a small pro- 
portion of the vote given to Mr. Cleveland. It 
is positively stated that the German Lutheran 
vote, which was one of the chief factors in the 
Cleveland-Altgeld vote lust year, is almost solid- 
ly in favor of Allerton. Mr. Allerton’s friends 
are full of confidence in his success. 

The greatest danger to Mr. Allerton would be 
from overconfidence on the part of his friends. 
If all the citizens who are opposed to Harrison 


will do their duty and a full vote is brought 
out, Mr. Allerton can be elected. 

Harrison's greatest danger lies in Mr. Cre- 
gier’s candidacy. It is folly for Mr. Harrison's 
managers to sneer at Mr. Cregier’s strength, 
and pretend to regard his campaign unworthy 
of consideration. Mr. Cregier will poll # much 
larger vote than the other party managers tig- 
ure on. Keports received atthe Allerton head- 
quarters agree thatin those wards where the 
labor vote is heavy Cregier will run well up 
with the other candidates. He will have a 
large following in the Fifth, Sixth, Ninth, Thir- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Thirty-first, and Twenty- 
fourth Wards. Mr. Hesing concedes to Cregier 
15,000 votes. H. L. Lewis of the Cregier Cam- 
paign Committee claims 35,000 for the labor 
candidate. As nearly all the votes given to 
Mr. Cregier will come from the Democratic 
ranks, it means trouble for Carter Harrison. 

At the Allerton headquarters te-day Henry 
Wulff, who has been in charge of the work of 
organization for several days, said he expected 
Mr. Allerton to havea majority of 25,000. “I 
cannot see how he oan have less,’ said Mr. 
Wultf. “Reports from the wards indicate that 
thousands of Democrats will vote for Allerten. 
The great bulk of the business men are for him. 
A respectable proportion of the Irish vote will 
be with him. he Germans are coming to his 
support with a rush, and every hour adds to his 
etrength.”’ 

Washington Hesing'’s estimate follows: 
“* Last Fall there were polled in this oity 240,- 
000 votes, of which the Democrats had a ma- 
jority of 35,000. I estimate thaton Tuesday 
we will not poll to exceed 200,000 votes, and 
that the 40,000 less in the aggregate balloting 
will result in a net loss of 5,00) to the Demo- 
crates. This would reduce the Democratic ma- 
jority to 30,000. I estimate that Mr. Cregier 
and Mr. Ehbrenupries, the Socialist candidate, 
will receive, between: them, 15,000, nearly all 
of which will come from the Democratio ranks. 
This defection would reduce the majority of 
last Fall to 15,000. 

**Now, in Chicago we have 50,000 German 
voters, of whom atleast 40,000 voted last Fall 
for Mr. Altgeld. It will be strange, indeed, if 
We cannot win beck at least 10,000 of these 
Germans to their old political moorings in the 
Republican Party. These 10,000 votes must be 
taken from the Demovratic majority, and cred- 
ited to the non-partisan ticket. By this a 
change of 20,000 votes is made, which over- 
comes the 15,000 left,and gives besides 5,000 ma- 
ority to Mr. Allerton. Then, I think, there will 

@ at least 5,000 Irish votes that were Demo- 
cratio last year that will not go to Mr. Harri- 
son, ae inorease Mr. Allerton’s majority 


“* Not less than 10,000 Cleveland Repnblicans 
of the Gresham atripe will vote for Allerton, 
making a difference from the vote of last No- 
vember of 20,000, and increasing Allerton’s ma- 
jority to 35,000. 

‘On the other side of the account, we will 
have to — I think, about 5,000 Republicans 
who will vote for Harrison. This will shange 
10,000 votes and reduce the 35,000 to 25,000. 
There will be a change of probably 5,000 
Scandinavians from the Republican Party to 
Harrison, taking off another 10,000, and leaving 
Mr. Allerton’s majority, or plurality, rather, at 
15,000. Lhave probably overestimated the de- 
fections from the Citizens’ movement, and I 
think Mr. Allerton will be elected by about 
20,000 plurality.” 

Those about Harrison's headquarters claim 
majorities for their ticket. James C. Strong, 
the Secretary of the Central Committee, said he 
thought 158,000 votes would be cast to-morrow. 
Of this number he thought Harrisen would poll 
between 95,000 and 100,000, Allerton between 
55,000 and 50,000, and Cregier between 7,000 
and 5,000. He thought Harrison’s plurality 
would be abont 45,000. 

Hope characterizes the men at the Cre- 
gier headquarters, not the hope, partiou- 
larly, that Mr. Cregier will be elected, but that 
Harrison will be defeated. “We will poll from 
30,000 to 35,000 votes for Mr. Cregier,” said H. 
L. Lewis of the Campaign Committesc. “We 
will have many votes where the ye yr least 
expects it.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Independent State 
sovereignty sustained a severe blow to-day at 
the hands of Justice Jackson of the Supreme 
Court. It was delivered in an opinion read in 
the oase of the appeal of Sidney Lascelles from 
the judgment of the Supreme Court of Georgina. 

Lascelles, under the alias of Walter 8. Berea- 
ford, and elaiming to beason of Lord Beres- 
ford, enjoyed a career of swindling through the 
eastern part of the United States, which, when 
his character was exposed, gave him a national 
reputation. He was arrested in New-York upon 
&@ warrant of extradition from Georgia charging 
him with “being a common cheat and swin- 
dler’’ and with “larceny after trust delegated.” 

After being delivered to the Georgian au- 
thorities, and while in jail there, he was again 
indicted, this time for forgery, and under his 
true name of Bidney Lascelles. Being placed 


upon trial, he pleaded that he was being tried 
for a different offense than the one named in 
the warrant of extradition. This was over- 
raled by the court and he was convicted. Ap- 
pealing tothe Supreme Court of the State, the 
jJudyment of the lower court was affirmed, and 
then he came to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

The single Federal question presented by the 
record,’’ said Justice Jackson, ‘is whether a 
fugitive from justice, who has been surrendered 
by one State of the Union to another State 
thereof upon requisition charging him with the 
commission of a specific crime, has, under the 
Constitution and laws of the United States, a 
right, privilege, or immunity to be exempt from 
indictment or trial in the State to which he is 
returned for any other or different offense than 
that designated and described in the requisi- 
tion proceedings under which he was demanded 
by and restored to such State without firat hav- 
ing an opportunity to return to the State from 
which he was extradited.”’ 

This case presented this precise point to the 
ee Court of the United States for the first 
time. 

“The proposition advanced by the appellant,” 
eaid Justice Jackson, “is that he has the same 
right to be tried alone for the crime charged in 
the warrant of extradition as if he were a fugi- 
tive of justice extradited from a foreign nation, 
This proposition assumes, as is broadly claimed, 
that the States of the Union are independent 
Governments, having the full prerogatives and 
powers of nations, except what have been con- 
terred upon the General Government, and not 
only have the right to grant, but do, in fact, 
afford to all persons within their boundaries an 
asylum as broad and secure as that which inde- 

endent nations extend over their citizens and 

nhabitants. 

“ The fallacy of the argument lies in the as- 
sumption that the States of the Union ovcupy 
toward each other, in respect to fugitives from 
justice, the relation of foreign nations in the 
same sense in which the General Government 
stande toward independent sovereigntics on 
that subject. There is nothing in the Constitu- 
tion or statutes of the United States in refer- 
ence to inter-State rendition of fugitives from 
justice which can be regarded as estublishing 
any compact between the States of the Union, 
such as the Ashburton treaty contains, limiting 
their operation to particular or designated of- 
fenses. On the contrary, the provisions of the 
organic and statutory law embrace crimes and 
offenses of every character and description pun- 
ishable by the laws of the State where the for- 
bidden acts are committed. 

‘“‘It is questionable whether the States could 
constitutionally enter into any agreement or 
stipulation with each other for the purpose of 
defining or limiting the offenses for which fugi- 
tives would or should besurrendered. But itis 
settled by the decisions of this court that, ex- 
ospt in the case of a fugitive surrendered by a 
foreign Government, there is nothing in the 
Constitution of the United States which ex- 
empte an offender brought before the courts of 
a State from trial and punishment, even 
though brought from another State by unlaw- 
ful violence, or by abuse of legal process.”’ 

After discussing at some length other features 
a, the case, Justice Jackson concluded as fol- 

ows: 

“Our conclusion is that, upon a fugitive’s 
surrender to the State demanding his return in 
pursuance of national law, he may be tried in 
the State to which he is returned for any other 
offense than that specified in the requisition for 
his rendition, and that in so trying him, against 
his objection, no right, privilege, or immuaity 
secured to him by the Constitution and laws of 
the United States is thereby denied.” 

The writ of error was therefore dismissed, the 
judgment of the Georgia courts being sustained.

“The petition to remove Thomas S. Brennan, 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning, is not based on his 
failure to remove snow; it is based upon his per- 
sistent failure to execute the law as amended in 
April, 1892. No snow fell till December. 

“ During eight months, therefore, Brennan had no 
exouso for not executing the law he was in oflice to 
execnte. Undoubtedly the heavy falls of snow this 
Winter put the system—if system it may be called— 
to a severe test. 

“ But the appalling condition of the city is ofa 
character to challenge the attention of our citizens, 
and when, upon examination, we find that the Com- 
missioner has, asa matter of fact, failed to c out 
every provision of the law during eight months of 
fair weather, we cannot excuse him because these 
eight months of fair weather wero followed by tree 
months of bad. 

“During the eight months between April and De- 
oem ber nothing prevenses his patting into force the 
block system, which the law has made mandatory. 
Nothing prevented him from removing unharnessed 
truoke stationed, tn 0 of-theiaw, during week 
days on the atreets. Nothing prevented him from 
removing unharnessed trucks stationed, in violation 
of the law, without permits, in the night time 
in the streets. Nothing prevented him from oblig- 
ing the truck owners who did have permits, and 
there were only eight of them, from keeping the 
streets clean under the tracks, as the law demands. 

“There was no excuse for the incompetence which 
put the whole blame on the impossibility of sending 
scows to sea at a time when the scows were, as 
herein proved, allof them actually engaged in the 
very work the Commissioner said they were unable 
todo. ‘There ia no excuse for the unfitness and idle- 
ness of the atreet-cleaning force, as testified to by 
every citizen who has taken the trouble to watch it 
on his way through the public atreets. As a mattor- 
of fact, Mr, Brennan has demonstrated his’ total un- 
fitness for the work. 

“The affidavits show that the reports of his de 
partment as to work done, when investigated, have 
been found to be in most instances grossly untrue. 
He either does not know himself what is going on in 
the department or his department misrepreseuts it. 
The citizens of New-York have long clamored for 
responsible single heads for the departments, in 
order that when a department failed to do its work 
the head of it should be held responsible therofor. 
The law knows only one way of enforcing this re- 
aponsibility—removal. 

“The citizens, therefore, relying upon the rights 
given them under the law, and upon the impartiality 
of the Mayor, through whom these rights can be en- 
forced, ask for the removal of Thomas 8. Brennan, 
who alone can be held responsibie by them for the 
total inexecnution of the law of 1892."

THE CUBAN FILIBUSTERS 


EXPECTED TO MAKE A START FROM 
KEY WEST MONDAY NIGAT. 


THE REVENUE CUTTER M’LANE ON THE 
ALERT TO INTERCEPT AND CAPT- 
URE THEM—THE SECRETS OF THE 
LEADERS WELL. KEPT—A NIGHT OF 
EXCITEMENT AT KEY WEST. 


Key West, Fla., April 3.—The revolutionary 
expedition against Cuba is about to leave here 
onite mission. The greatest excitement pre- 
vails among the people, while the Federal 
officials are anxious but vigilant. The revolu- 
tionary leaders cannot be found, the men in the 
ranks who have been most active in the move- 
ment are not to be seen in their usual haunts, 
and thore is a general restlessness and mys- 
teriousness characterizing the entire Cuban 
population. 

lt is regarded as certain that the night will 
Witness the attempt of the revolutionists to get 
away. The revenue cutter MoLane is here. 
Her small boats have been equipped for imme- 
diate service, her men have been armed to the 
teeth, and everythingis in readiness to inter- 
cept the revolutionists if they neake a start. 

The MeLane has got steam up ready for pur 
suit. The jcommander is being kept constantly 
informed by men on shore as to the movements 
of the revolutionists, but their plans for de- 
parture, made during the past month, have 
been so carefully concealed that it is hard to 
discover wnat they are doing or what move they 
intend to make. 

It is believed that the Federal officers have 
had either knowledge or suspicions of the’in- 
tent of the revolutionists to leave for several 
days past, and that a call was sent to the Navy 
Department asking for reinforeements. The 
statement is made now and not denied, that 
two other revenue cutters have been ordered 
here, and are expected to arrive before another 
dawn. 

If the revolutionists have heard and believe 
that the MoLane is to be thus reinforced, it will 


undoubtedly hasten their attempt to get awag. 
They at least know that the Federal authorities 
are fully alive to the exigency of the occasion, 
tor their spies, keem men with channels for 
getting inside information which the authorities 
have been unabie to discover, know of the 
So to prevent their leaving which 
ave been made on board the McLane. 

They further know that all the Custom Honse 
Inspectors and other Government employes 
have been armed and ordered to be on duty all 
of this night, ready for any emergency. With 
this knowledge the revolutionists, whg have 
become restiess, if not desperate, under the eye 
of the United States Government, are not likely 
to decide on a further detay, which will only re- 
sult in greatly diminishing their chance of get- 
ting out hereafter. 

What the exact force of the revolutionists is 
cannot be stated, but they certainly number 
between 300 and 400 men. The purpose of 
their organization, so long kept a mystery, 
is now known to be the liberation of Cuba 
from Spanish rule. The party which is about 
to leave shore here 1s composed almost entirely 
of native Cubans. That they have made ar- 
Trangements for a revolutionary movement 
among the people of Cuba simultaneous with 
their arrival, if they shall succeed in getting 
away from here and to the island, is known. 

The band about toleave hereis not unpre- 
pared for war. They have been recruited with 
care forthe work in which they expect to en- 
gage. They have been drilled until they have 
become fairly well disciplined, have repeating 
rifles and abundance of ammunition, and from 
the start have shown an eagerness to undertake 
the mission for which they enlisted. 

While the reeruiting has been going on here, 
their leaders, Gen. Martuiand Gen. Agueia, have 
a kee a — - — eye wevemn 
thousand do sabout here for the 0 
the 8Xpedition they wente away. Mo mSa ae 
that Gen. Martui went to New-Yerk to consult 
with the Cuban Junta, which has its headquar- 
ters there, and which has charge of all efforts to 
liberate Cuba. Gen. Aguela went to Phila 
delphia, where he purchased a small but fast 
steamer and equipped her with rapid-fire guna, 
field artillery, small arms, and ammunition. 

The revolutioniats have pluyed a waiting 
game. Whon, a month ago, the United States 
Government heard of their plans and at once 
took steps to prevent their being carried 
out, they appeared to become frightened. They 
abandoned the meetings which they had been 
holding to arouse a patriotic sentiment amo 
the Cubans here, and allowed the impression 
get abroad that they had abandoned their ex- 
pedition. They had reason for this, for the 
cruiser Atlanta and ‘the corvette Kear 
sarge were cruising about here and had 
an appearance of watchfulness calculated 
to impress the revolutionists with the 
idea that they were acting under special orders 
to remain in this vicinity. They could have 
had but one mission here—to prevent the revo- 
lutionists from leaving. Now the Atlanta and 
the Kearsarge have gone away, and only the 
MoLane stands between them and Cuba. 

While the revolutionists at firat encom 
the impression that they had abandoned their 
expedition, they have been more recently, 
through their agents, trying to hoodwink 
the authorities by circulating stories, nam- 
ing a soore of different places from 
which it might be expected that 
they would take their departure when: they 
decided to move. The places named have often 
been more than 100 miles from here, and the re- 
ports have undoubtedly been circulated with 
the hope of confusing the watchful United 
States authorities. 

The plans of the filibusters have never fora 
moment been abandoned, however. The feeling 
among them against the Spanish government 
of the island runs too high. The Cubans of 
Key West are an exceedingly patriotic lot. 
They have an annual holiday, which they eall 
Patriots’ Day, and which they celebrate with 
great enthusiasm. The earnings of every Cuban 
for one day are on Patriots’ Day given to 
the cause of Cuba’s liberation. Ne less pa- 
triotic are the women than the men. 
There are hundreds of instances of Cuban 
women here who have sold their jewels thas 
they might give to the cause of the liberty of 
Cuba. Nearly all the Americans here, too, are 
in fullsympathy with the Cuban pulation in 
their struggle for independence. his has been 
shown in previous movements which they have 
undertaken. 
The last of these expeditions was also under 
the direction of Gen. Aguiro. In March, 1884, 
with only twenty-five men, he left this port and 
landed in Cuba, near Cardenas. He expected 
to be reinforced there by a very large 
band of compatriots living in Cuba. The 
plans failed in some manner and the reinforce- 
wents did not arrive. Without waiting for hie 
reinforcements, but trusting that the people 
would come to his support on the march, he 
started acrossthe country toward Havana, burn- 
ing and destroying the property of the Spaniards 
and urging his own countrymen to join his 
ranks. 
A Spanish spy had joined his ranks, however, 
under the guise of a Cuban patriot. He disap- 
eared and made his way to Havana, arriving 
afore the little army of revolutionists. All the 
Cuban troops that could be mustered were sent 
outte meet the advancing revolutionists, and 
in the battle that followed they were outnum- 
bered and defeated. 
So ended the movement of 1884, but the 
spirit that prompted and supported it was not 
daunted. On the contrary, the Cubans here only 
believed that the movement had failed be- 
cause the expedition was premature and had 
not the approval of the Cuban Junta. They 
declared thatif Gen. Aguiro had received this 
approval, and waited another month before 
starting, he could have been reinforced by 5,000 
men at Cardenas, have captured that place and 
Matanzas, intrenched himself there, and day by 
day Cuban patriots would have rallied around 
him until the liberty of the island would have 
nr assured. This confidence they have never 
ost 
That there ia great dissatisfaction on the island 
of Cuba, even awong the Spaniards, is shown 
by theexpressions of the newspapers printed 
there. The heavy taxes imposed by the Gov- 
ernment on the pons have aroused them. 
The Spanish people, while not countenancing 
revolution, freely talk of annexation to the 
United States as a means ofrelief. Ono Havana 
paper, La Union Consiructional, has gone 80 
far as to declare that if a body of Cuban revolu- 
tionists effect a landing on the island they will 
be supported not only by their Cuban com- 
patrivts, but by many Spaniards. .

MAGAZINE GUNS TESTED. 
———-—— 

TWO WEAPONS TRIED 
ALLOWED TO BE WITHDRAWN. 


AND BOTH 


BPRINGFIRLD, Mass., April 3.—The National 
Board of Magazine Gun Examiners resumed its 
session to-day, after the break or Saturday 
caused by the withdrawal of the White gun and 
the collapse of Lieut. Gillette’s weapon. M. H. 
Durst of Wheatland, Cal, appeared before the 
bDoard this morning with two of his four guns. 
But little progress was made and both were 
finally withdrawn. 

The first gun tried was made by the Pratt & 
Whitney Company of Hartford from directions 
sent by Mr. Durst from England. The cart- 
ridge case pulled apart atthe firstshot. The 
second gun was made at Enfield, England, under 


Mr. Durst’s personal sapervision. The test was 
opened by Durst firing ten shots bimeelf, after 
which the examiners ehot twenty more, 
the bolt working very hard. ‘The in- 
ventor in both cases laid the fault to 
the oartridges. There was really little dilfer- 
ence between the two guns, and owing to the 
slight detects which promised to be easily recti- 
fied, the request for withdrawal! was granted, 
and both will again be considered, provably 
next Wednesday. 

Mr. Durst professed not to understand the 
difficulties encountered, and spent several hours 
on the range after the examiners were through, 
trying his own guns in company with Lieut. 
Frémont, son of Gen. John C. Frémont, who, it 
is rumored, is interested pecuniarily in the 
Darst guns. The board inquired of Durst with 
special care regarding his nationality, birth- 
—— &e He has spent a large share ef his 
ife abroad, but asserted the right to have his 
guns examined under the clause which restricts 
the tests to *‘ guns of American invention,”’ say- 
ing he could produce positive proof of his 
claim. It is likely, however, that this point 
might be contested if the Durst gun was fort- 
unate enough to replace the Krag Jorgensen. 
Durst has in reality made few changes in his 
Weapons since they were presented to the for- 
mer board. Another of his English-made guns, 
and possibly two, are down te-morrow for trial. 
The board is receiving all sorts of irrelevant in- 
quiries from inventors, who evidently expect the 
session to be prolonged, which is this time im- 
ossible. Lieut. White of the Marine Corps will 
ave another hearing one week from to-morrow. 
John F. Alexander of Washington is a late 
arrival with guns for examination.

BUT STILL THERE WAS ONE LIFE LOST 

IN THE FIRE. 


WoBURN, Mass., April 3.—The house of Mra. 
Timothy Began, on Prospeotand Mount Pleasant 
Streets, was burned about 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Mrs. Timothy Began, aged about fifty-five, 
lost her life in the fire. Her son Timothy, aged 
twenty-four, and her daughter Hannah, twenty, 
were terribly burned. The house was a large 
one and was oceupied by four families. 

The fire was discovered by Miss Nellie Brad- 
ley, who, with her three sisters and a niece, 
lived in the third story. She gave the alarm, 
but the young women found the stairway all 
afire, and the only means of escape was through 
the dormer windows in the roof. They rushed 
through smoke and flames clad only in their 


night clothes, and reached the coping scorched 
and blackened. In their excitement they were 
grey to jump thirty feet to the street be- 
ow, but were fortunately induced to remain on 
the roof until they were rescued by the firemen. 
Mrs. Began, when aroused by Miss Bradley’s 
cries, started to awaken her son and daughter, 
who slepton the third floor, When next seen 
she was at one of the windows in the third story. 
There was some delay in getting a ladder suili- 
ciently long to reach Mrs. Began, and when it 
was finally procured and placed in position, and 
just as a fireman reached the window, the un- 
fortunate woman fell baek into the burning 
room. She was soon taken out, but life was ex- 
tinct, doubtless from suffocation. The lower 
portion of her body was badly burned and the 
upper part scerched. 

When Timothy and Hannah awakened their 
rooms were all afire, and the flames were lick- 
ing their hands and faces. They groped their 
Way to wipdows aud were taken dewn on lad- 
ders by firemen. Both were terribly burned 
about the hands, arms, faces, and necks. They 
were taken to the hospital, The other two 
families in the house escaped. 

Timothy Began, &r., aged sixty, saved his 
life by sliding down a waterspout. The origin 
of the fire is unknown. Loss on heuse, $3,500; 
insured.

TWO MEN KILLED AND SIX PROMINENT 
CITIZENS IN JAIL. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 3.—The town of 
Jonesborough, county seat of Craighead Coun- 
ty, Ark., is in afever of excitement. Twe men 
have been killed and six others, some of whom - 
are prominent citizens, are in jail and closely 
guarded. Saturday night a band of White Caps 
went tothe home of a farmer named Black, 
who resides about one mile from Jonesborough, 
and smashed in the front door. 
Black tired on the men and fatally wounded 
Bill Metcalf of Jonesborough. He then became 
frightened and fied from the house. As he 
passed out of the back doer he was shot by the 
White Cape and fell dead on the spot. Metcaif 
was carried to Jonesborough by the other mem- 
bers of the band and a physician summoned. 
He realized trom the first that his wounds were 
fatal, but he refused to divulge the names of 
his confederates, and died this morning.

ONE OF THE WARDS. 


HARTFORD, Conn., April 3.—The city election 
here to-day has resulted in a complete Demo- 
eratic victory. The Board of Aldermen atands 
ten Democrats to six Republicans. In the 
Ceuncil Board the Democrats have gained in 
the Third and Feurth Wards, which have been 
Republican strongholds in the past. On joint 
ballot they will have a majority of sixteen.

CHANGES IN THE PRISONS, 











JAMES C, STOUT TO SUCCEED WARDEN 
DURSTON AT AUBURN. 


ALBANY, April 3.—Gov. Flower has under- 
taken te “shake up” the State prison Wardens, 
and some lively developments may be looked 
for during the next twe weeks. Orders will be 
issued within a day or two directing Warden 
Charles A. Durston to proceed to Sing Sing 
Prison and relieve Warden William R. Brown, 
who will be requested to walk into the secluded 
shades of private life. 

The new Warden of Auburn Prison is to be 
James C. Stout of Auburn, and thereby hangs a 
political tale particularly interesting at this 
time. Sing Sing Prison has been wretchedly 
managed ever since David B. Hill removed 
Warden Brush and introduced politics and 
Brown,-who was only eompetent as a ward 
heeler. The list of employes at the 
prison at once began to inerease and 
recoeipts to diminish. Gov. Flower’s busi- 
ness training demanded an explanation for 
this unhealthy condition of affairs, but Brown 
Was unable to give a satisfactory account of 
himself. The Governor then decided to remove 
him. Brown’s friends have been pulling wires 
for his retention ever since the news of his con- 
templated dismissal was announced. Even 
Gev. Hill interceded for him. 

It is at Auburn, however, that the musio will 
be liveliest. Durston’s successor in that oity, 
Mr. Stout, has been his most powerful political 
rival, Durston being the leader of the Hill con- 
tingent, and Stout the champion of the frienas 
of Mr. Cleveland. The battles between them 
have been of the fiercest character, and it has 
only been Durston’s centrol of State patronage 
that has given him supremacy. 

A week ago Durston declared he would resign 
from office rather tharm go to Sing Sing and 
leave Stout to control the entire machinery. 
Should he do ao, the friends of ex-Speaker Rob- 
ert P. Bush of Chemung, who has given up the 
best years of his life and surrendered his prac- 
tice to serve his county in the Assembly, will 
attempt to secure his appointment. When Dr. 
Bush entered politica in 1885 he had one of 
the most lucrative practices in the southern 
tier. To-day he has not adollar and apparently 
not afriendin the world, for last week, when a 
petition was presented in the Senate praying 
the Governor to appoint him, the two first ofti- 
core Who were asked to sign refused, namely:

WILL OXFORD KOW HERE?

SOME DOUBT AS TO THE VISIT OF ENG- 
LAND’S CHAMPIONS. 


A few days ago it was said that the Oxford 
crew, winners of the recent race on the Thames, 
would come over here and meet a representa- 
tive American college crew to settle the ques- 
tion of superiority on the water. In fact it was 
asserted that a letter had been received at Yale 
saying that Oxford would keep in training and 
come over hore in time for the World's Fair re- 
gatta. 

The boating authorities at New-Haven were 
inclined to keep secret the contents of the letter 
received from England, and naturally it was 
surmised that something was wrong. Recent 
advices say that the letter received from the 


Secretary of Oxford did not state definitely 
that the crew would ceme over, but said that 
etfort would be made to have the men make the 
trip. This letter was mailed befere the race was 
rowed. 

Mr. George Adee, a member of the Yale 
alumni, and who handled an oar in a Yale boat 
some yeare ago, is authority for the state- 
iment that there is some donbt as to Ox- 
ford’s ability te come across the ocean. Mr. 
Adee says that he learned of a cablegram 
that was received at New-Haven since Oxford 
wen the race, and ite contents were notof a 
very enconraging character. According to the 
cable, the boating officials at Oxford are anx- 
ious to have the crew come here, but some of 
the members are averse to making the trip. Some 
want to stay at home and take part inthe Hen- 
ley regatta; others do not care to cross 
the big pond, while one or two have 
business engayxements that aro likely to oc- 
cupy their time this Summer. Another csble- 
gram is expected daily giving adecided anewer. 
Oxford will have to decide shortly, as the men 
if they intend to come will have to keep in light 
training. 

The probabilities are that we will bave an in- 
ternational bcat race even if Oxford fails to 
come, as the members of the Cambridge crew 
said before the race on the Thames that they 
would row atthe World’s Fair regatta, win or 
lose with Oxford. 

Lovers of rowing here, however, would pre- 
fer to see the English champions measure oars 
with the successful crew at New-London this 
Summer. 


A BANK CASHIER ARRESTED.

HE ACKNOWLEDGES HIS DEFAULT 





AND 
18 ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


BATH, Me., April 3.—It has just been made 
public that Wilifam R. Shaw, the old and re- 
spected cashier of the Linceln National Bank, 
ie a defaulter in’'a large sum, and much exoite- 
ment has been caused by the announcement. 
When the bank examiner went over the ac- 
counts on Friday last he neticed that several 
items did not balance, and immediately began 
@ more thorough examination. The examiner 
subsequently called Mr. Shaw’s attention to the 
irregularities, and after several evasive answers 
finally obtained a confession of the casbier’s 
wrongdoing. 

The Deputy United States Marshal arrived 
fBaturday and placed Mr. Shaw under arrest. 
Capt. Charlies Patten, one of Shaw’s bondsmen, 
was placed in charge of the bank, and a 
therough examination is being made. A short- 
age of about $12,000 now appears in the cash 
account, and it is supposed that there is upward 
of $40,000 more temperarily covered up by 
changing sums to the credit of depositors, the 
exact amount not being yet known. 

The bondsmen are John O. Shaw, John O, 
Patton, and Capt. Charlos Morse. Mr. Shaw 
owns real estate, which hus been attached. It 
ia supposed that speculation dating back a con- 
siderable time is reaponsibie for his downfall. 
He bas been released on bail. 

President Charies Davenport of the bank said 
to-day that the defaleation would not impair 
the stability of the bank, a8 its surplus will 
cover the less. Shaw's bond as cashier is 
$30,000. His bail was fixed at $17,000, and his 
two brothera furnished the sureties. several 
years ago Shaw invested considerable money in 
the harness and carriage business, and the 
plant is now valued at $25,000, He has a wife 
and four children.

VERY HOPEFUL OF THE RESULT 
OF TO-DAY’S ELECTION. 


A BAD BLUNDER BY THE REPUBLIC- 


ANS JUST BEFORE THE CONTEST— 
A POSSIBILITY 1 HAT THE DEMOC- 
RACY MAY SECURE A CLBAR MA- 


JORITY FOR SOME CANDIDATES, 


Provipence, R. L, April 3.—The star of 
Rhode Island Democraoy is in the ascendant. 
There is a strong tide running in its favor, 
and if the returns Tuesday night do not shew a 
heavy plurality apd a possible majority for 
four out of the five nominees on the Demo- 
cratic State ticket the party leaders and the 
men who follow the drift of political opinion 
will be greatly surprised. The Republicans 
now practically concede the re-election of Con- 
greesman Charlies H. Page in the Second Dis- 
trict. 

That this probability of Democratic success 
existe is in a large degree due to the blunders of 
their opponents during the last week. Of all 
the suicidal courses Known to party politics in 
this section that of the Republican Legisiature 
within the past few days has been the most 
direct and about the most certain in its results. 
For years the people have been demanding the 
abolishmentof theantiquated majority elections 
system and the substitution of-elections by 
plurality. The present method has coat cities, 
towns, and the State hundreds ef thousands of 
dollars in by-elections, and in the City of Paw- 
tucket the voters in one ward bave been vainly 
endeavoring since last October to elect an 
Alderman and three members of the Common 
Council. The popular majority movement has 
steadily grown in strength until every news: 
paper in the State, regardless of party afitilia- 
tions, has been demanding the enactment of 
the desired legislation. Two weeks ago a reso- 
lution looking to a censtitational amendment 
on this subject was introduced into the Senate 
and was passed almost unanimously. 

When it reached the House of Representa- 
tives it met with the stubborn opposition of 
the Republican bosses there. They argued that 
it would give the entire State to the opposition, 
and they resolved that the resolution should not 
pass. The committee te which it was referred 
voted unanimously to recommend conourrent 
action, and then, after being talked to, changed 
its mind and voted to recommend indefinite 
pestponement. The resolution was reported on 
Thursday and provoked a bitter discussion. 
Anumber of independent Republicans broke 
away from thering and voted with the Demo- 
crates. The vote was 34 to 27in favor of con- 
ourrence, and as a majority of the members 
elected, 72, is necessary on the adoption ofr a 
constitutional amendment, the bosses were tri- 
umpbant. 

But upon returning to their districts the As- 
semblymen heard from their constituencies in 
an unmistakeable manner. On Friday morning 
the State newspapers blazed with denunciation 
of the Republican House, and the party man- 
agers were informed that the action of that 
body had placed the iast nail in the coffin of 
their hopes for their election. A hurried con- 
ference was held, and then the craftieat of po- 
litical managers here, Gen. Charles R. Brayton, 
removed his coat and began to undo the mis- 
chief. He had taken no partin the matter up 
to this time, and had betrayed no partioular in- 
terest in the campaign for the reason that, as 
attorney forthe largest corporation here, he 
did not desire te injure his chances as a lobbyist 
with the Democracy, but he had no wish to wit- 
ness the complete annihilation of the party he 
had helped retein power, and therefore he la 
bored personally with each Republican member 

The effect was immediately apparent When 
the House was called to order, the vete of the 
day before was immediately reconsidered, and 
the members of the majority tumbled over one 
another in their eagerness to record their votes 
in the affirmative. The Democrats united from 
the first in favor of plurality elections, taunted 
the opposition with the transparency of their 
compulsory repentance, and the resolution was 
passed in concurrence, 44 to 7. It will have to 
eg another Legislature, and will be submitted 

the people a year from this time. 

The effect of this has been tremendous, and it 
has absolutely destroyed the Congressional 
chances of the Speaker of the House, Adin B. 
Capron. The Republican chanees in the First 
District are as good as they are anywhere. The 
Democratic managers are now confident ofa 
plurality for all their State candidates, with the 
exception of the nominee for Secretary of Btate, 
and believe that, if the andereurrent continues 
to move in their direction for twenty-four 
hours, they will secure a majority for the party 
nominees. As this is doubtful, however, a sti 
tightis being made for the Legislature, into 
whioh the election will be thrown if there is no 
choice by the people. The chances are even, 
and the Democrats are basing hopes on the 
lethargic condition of the Republicans. The 
leaders of the latter talk as confidently as of 

ore, and Gov. Browa assures THE NEW-YORK 

‘MES’S representative that he believes his 
majority will be increased ovor Inst year. 

But the Republicans have failed to arouse 
their voters. There area lukewarmness and 
an apathy through the rank and file that do 
not look well fer the party's chances, and the 
moving stream of sentiment which is felt and 
not seen favors the Democracy.

HAMILTON DIES AT SING SING. 


THE COLORED WIFE MURDERER PAYS 
THE PENALTY OF HIS CRIME. 


Sine SING, April 3.—James L. Hamilton, the 
colored ex-preacher who killed his wife at Win- 
fleld, L. L, was exeeuted this morning in the 
electric chair in the prison here. The time of 
his death as officially announced was 11:13:10. 
In the opinion of the medical experts, Dr. Irvine 
of the prison and Drs. Frank Abbott and Wickes 
Washburn of New-York, death was instanta- 
neous and painless. There was no scorching of 
the flesh. 

Hamilton entered the death chamber accom- 
panied by two Cathollo priests, holding a cruci- 
fix in his hand and constantly repeating in an 
almost inaudible voice *“‘“Jesus save me!” He 
made no resistance as the officers strapped him 
in the chair. He still had the cruoifix in his 
hand when the electric current was turned on. 

At firat a ourrent of 1,/40 volts was passed 
through him. At the end of three seconds the 
voltage was redaced to 500, and tinally to 150, 
where it was held for sixty seconds, or until the 
physicians declared that death had taken place. 

The witnesses were Dr George H. Magness of 
White Plains, C. A. Van Wort ot New-York, 
John Moore of Aibany, James J. Dewa of 
Poughkeepsie, Dr. F. Soper of Yonkers, E. A. 
Brown of Middletewn, Nicholas Murphy of 
Haverstraw, Dr. A. B. Foster of Fonda, Dr. 
James A. Breakell of Lewisborough, Dr. A. R. 
Stubbs of New-York, Db. 8. Wallace of New- 
York, Dr. J. Y. Buckley of Kiagaton, Dr. A. L. 
Ryer of New-York, and the newspaper report- 
ers. It appeared to everybody that the execu- 
tion was a complete success.

JOHN M. BOWERS APPEARS IN THE DE 
LACY-ADAMS CASE, 





The expected appearance of the big race- 
track associations in the oase of De Lacey 
versus Adams came to pass yesterday morp- 
ing in the General Term of the Superior Court. 

Through Adams, De Lacy has been trying to 
get at the race-track people, with whom he has 
been at war ever since the tracks firat tried to 


keep the poolrooms from getting the results of 
the raees. He finally decided to strike them in 
the very citadel of their power by attacking the 
constitutionality of the Ives pool law, under 
which the tracks in this State operate. 
In order to do this De Lacy began a suit 
against Adams, who is his own tenant at43 West 
Twenty-ninth Street, where he conducts a pool- 
room. Lacy began proceedings against 
Adams to restrain the latter from “ making 
betes on commission ” or otherwise laying wagers 
on horse races at 43 West Twenty-ninth Street, 
on the ground that it was an illegal pursuit, 
and « violation of the contract under which 
Adams rented the piace. Adams replied with a 
general denial, and alleged that he merely ace- 
cepted wagers on commission at the Twenty- 
pinth Street plave to be placed at the tracks 
where betting was permitted under the Ives 
law. To this De Lacy replied that the Ives law 
Was unconstitutional), as :‘t provided for the sus- 
pension of a section of the Penal Code in favor 
of of private partios 

hen the case was called yocterGey, John M. 
Bowers announced that he had been retained 
by a number of race-track associations to assist 
in the defense. He asked for an adjournment 
in order to prepare a brief whioh, he declared, 
wovld help the cause of the defendant very 
materially. 

At thie J. H. Marx, attorney for Adams, 
broke in with a Very warm remonstrance. He 
insisted that Mr. Bowers’s appearance in the 
case was entirely nuwarranted and unsolicited. 
It was a personal insult to him, he declared. and 
@ most unfair reflection on his professional 
reputation and ability. 

r. Bowers, in his suavest tones, disclaimed 
any intended reflection on Mr. Marx’s standing 
or ability. Thereupon William F. Howe, who 
appears for De Lacy, made matters easier for 

rn. Marx by declaring that the plaintiff had no 
objection whatever to Mr. Bowers or any one 
elee helping along the defense. 

The court granted Mr. Bowers’s request, and 
adjourned the case until next Monday.

THAT MRS. BAKER OF PATERSON 
HAS MUST BE SURRENDERED. 


SOME 


TRENTON, N. J., April 3.—Vice Chaneollor 
Van Fleet filed in the Court of Chancery to-day 
an opinion of considerable general interest, in 
the case of the City of Paterson against Eliza- 
beth D. Baker. 

In April, 1865, Paterson issued 200 bonds for 
$500 each, payable to bearer Deo. 1, 1897. Two 
ofthe bonds were purchased by John Petrie, 
from whose house they were stolen in January, 
1866. In April, 1870, the city, on proof of the 
loss and receipt of an indemnity bond, paid 
Petrie the amount of the bonds in full. 

Later Petrie heard that James Baker had the 
stolen bonda, but although he employed every 
means at his command, he was unable to find 
outif it was true until, when the December, 
(1874) coupon became due, they were presented 
to the city for payment, which was refused. 

Nothing further was done inthe matter until 
May, 1881, when Baker brought suit to recover 
the amount due on twe atye six of the coupons of 
the bonds. He was de 

Baker died in 1885, and his wife, Elizabeth 
Baker, received the bonds under his will. Some 
time ago the city filed a bill in chancery to com- 
pel Mrs. Baker to turn over the bonds for can- 
cellation. The Vice Chancellor decides that she 
must do it.

There is no doubt that the committee of 
the City Club which has asked for the 
removal of Commissioner BRENNAN can 
furnish ample evidence in support of the 
formal charges which it brings against him. 
He has certainly failed to do the things 
which he is accused of failing to do, and 
they are things which he is by law re- 
quired to do. But it is best to deal quite 
fairly with Mr. BRENNAN. The causes of 
complaint are largely due to the state of 
things produced by the long siege of snow 
and ice during the Winter. A strict com- 
pliance with the requirements of the law 
was for sometime impossible, and all 
proper allowance should be made for 
adverse conditions. But the long failure 
to put in effect the provisions of the law 
passed last year for the adoption of a new 
system, requiring the establishment of 
districts, the use of the block method, the 
employment of an efficient uniformed force, 
&c.,is rather inexplicable. The pretexts 
and excuses that have been put forth re- 
garding lack of funds, delay in obtaining 
appliances, &o., will hardly serve. It has 
looked as though there were no intention 
of putting the new system into thorough- 


going effect, and Mr. BRENNAN should have 
He must either 


every chance to explain. 
admit incompetency on his own part or 
give some better reason for a manifest fail- 
ure to perform his official duty. 


The new Secretary of the Interior is hav- 
ing his experience with theoffice seekers, 
whose intense longings stimulate their im- 
agination and cause them to. set fying all 





sorts of winged rumors as to the Seoretaxy’s 
intentions. He has found it necessary to 
deny that he has any desire or purpose to 
make a ‘‘clean sweep” among the chiefs 
of division in his department, and to an- 
nounce that he shall retain those that are 
of exceptional efficiency, discharge any 
whom he finds unfit, and appoint no one of 
whom he is not convinced that he will be 
a better officer than his predecessor. He 
adds that, other things being equal, he 
shall prefer a Democrat to a Republican. 
The selection of officers of this grade or 
these principles, if firmly and intelligently 
adhered to, will work improvement. Ulti- 
mately, however, it will be found, as has 
been repeatedly recommended by the Civil 
Service Commissioners of both parties, 
that competitive examinations, properly 
made, will give the best results. The usual 
argument against this is that the men al- 
ready in the service would have an advan- 
tage in such examinations that would ex- 
clude “new blood.” That is by no means 
necessarily true. It is perfectly practica- 
ble to frame the examinations so that fa- 
miliarity with the technical requirements 
of the office need not have an undue 
weight. Apart from this, all appointments 
would be for a probationary period only, 
during which tliere would be ample oppor- 
tunity to test the efficiency of the ap- 
puintee, while the power of removal at any 
time remains wholly unimpaired. As for 
politics, clearly the duties of these offices 
fequire no political qualifications, and the 
Administration as well as the service 
would be benefited by ignoring them. 

EE AT SOA EBS 
The destruction by fire of three buildings 
in different parts of the country, with loss 
of life in each, within a few hours, is a les- 
son inthe dangers from this source that 
ought to be impressive, but probably will 
not be. In a country so thinly settled over 
wide areas as our own is, and with such 
vast numbers of dwellings built of wood, 
the individual builder or tenant finds his 
personal share of risk so small that it is not 
effectively felt, that is, it is not felt strong- 
ly enough toaffect his action. Something 
can be done in large cities, if men of in- 
telligence and skill happen to get control, 
but in the smaller towns, and still more in 
the rural regions, there is nothing to sup- 
ply the place of individual care and rigi- 
lance where it does not exist. All that can 
be done must be done by the men who 
realize the appalling consequences of neg- 
lect or carelessness, and use their personal 
influence to counteract them. 
It is to be hoped that the Tillmanites 
from South Carolina now in Washington 
are correct in interpreting the nomination 
to a Treasury office of Mr. Farrow of that 
State as a sign of the intention of the Ad- 
ministration to do nothing to strengthen 
the Tillman faction there. While we are 
as averse as any one can be to the recogni- 
tion of partisan distinctions in appoint- 
ments, and believe this one to be entirely 
fit to be made independent of politics, we 
regard active advocacy of Tillmanism as a 
positive disqualification for the Federal 
service, not only because the avowed pur- 
poses of the faction are singularly danger- 
ous, but because its methods in South Car- 
olina have been extremely bad. The 
obvious desire of the people of South Caro- 
lina to get rid of it as soon as possible 
should in no wise be restrained or impeded 
by the Administration. 








Mr. Batyour’s campaign in Belfast tes- 
tifies anew to the artificial character of 
“the Ulster scare.” That had been demon- 
strated before by the sending of deputa- 
tions of Ulster manufacturers and of 
Unionist business men of London to Mr. 
GLADSTONE, and by the attempt to get up 
a deputation of Methodist ministers from 
Ulster. But the present proceedings in 
Belfast go farenough to make everybody 
concerned in them more than a little ridic- 
ulous. Whenit is reported that a crowd 
of Scotch-Irish Presbyterians abandoned 
themselves to enthusiasm to the extent of 
taking the horses out of the respectable, 
but not “magnetic,” Mr. BALFoUR’s car- 
riage, and drawing it themselves, it is 
plain that the enthusiasm was carefully 
worked up beforehand. Of course, it is 
no news that the Protestants of the North 
of Ireland oppose and deprecate every 
measure that tends to put the Irish Catholics 
on an equality with them. What they de- 
sire for themselves is not equality—which 
is assured to them by the Home Rule bill— 
but supremacy, and they have persistently 
opposed the repeal of the penal laws 
against Irish Catholics, the disestablish- 
ment of the Irish Church, and every other 
measure of conciliation and justice by 
which it has been attempted to undo the 
effect of British misgovernment in Ireland. . 
THE ANN ABBOR DECISION. 

The decision of Judge Tarrin what has 
come to be known as the “Ann Arbor” 
case, in which he continues the injunction 
against Chief ARTHUR of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, is one of un- 
usual interest and importance. Its effect 
seoms to be to subject the employés of a 
railroad company, as well as its officers 
and managers, to the penalty of Section 10 
of the Inter-State Commerce act if they 
are concerned in the violation of the re- 
quirement that common carriers engaged 
in inter-State commerce shall give no pref- 
erence or advantage to one connecting line 
over another or subject any description of 
traffic to any ‘‘undue or unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage.” 

It has been well understood that the rail- 
roads connecting at Toledo with the Ann 
Arbor line were legally bound to inter- 
change traffic with it without discrimina- 
tion. The boycott which the Brotherhood 
of Engineers undertook to establish against 
the Ann Arbor line was intended to pre- 
vent the connecting roads from fulfilling 
their legal obligation. According to Judge 
Ta¥FrtT this makes the employés concerned 
in the boycott, or refusing to handle the 
cars or freight of the Ann Arbor line, re- 
sponsible for the violation of one of the 
most important provisions of the inter- 
State commerce law and guilty of a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine. 

This does not imply that any man is com- 
pelled to continue in the service of a rail- 











road company, but it does imply that so 


long as he remains in its service he cannot 
without violation of a specific statute of 
the United States refuse to do the work 
necesssary to the operation of the company 
in fulfillment of its legal obligation to re- 
ceive and forward all traffic of connecting 
lines involved in inter-State commerce. 
Still more important, it distinctly implies 
that any organization that obeys Rule 12 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, under which the boycott is or- 
dered, is engaged in a conspiracy to violate 
the law, and all persons who do any act in 
promotion of the object of the conspiracy 
are liable to the penalty. This decision puts 
an entirely new phase upon the relation 
ot railroad workers to the law of the land, 
and its application will be found to be 
very far-reaching. 


OBSTRUCTING A NEEDFUL WORK 

There is something peculiarly unreason- 
able in the attitude of those newspapers 
that have been clamoring for vigorous 
measures for the protection of the city 
water supply from pollution which now 
turn upon Commissioner DaLy with de- 
nunciation because he has begun with 
a vigorous onslaught upon the “ob- 
vious nuisances” which ought to have 
been abated long ago. He is represented 
as careening through the Counties of West- 
chester, Putnam, and Dutchess, seizing and 
destroying private property and over- 
riding legal rights, whereas he has simply 
gone over the ground where the worst 
sources of direct pollution have long 
been known to exist, ordering the immedi- 
ate removal of a few of the most flagrant, 
giving notice asto the removal of others, 
and designating property to be dealt with 
hereafter. It strikes us.that this was ob- 
viously the very first thing to be done by 
the Commissionerof Public Works under 
the additional power given to him by the 
Webster act, and that he ought to be com- 
mended for going aboutit promptly and 
vigorously. The mere fact that he ordered 
the hovel and barn of JoTHAM TOMPKINS 
to be burned at once affords no ground for 
the attacks that have been made upon his 
“high-handed” methods. These buildings 
were saturated with filth and directly 
poisoning the water supply, and their de- 
struction, if hasty, was certainly justified. 
It was a case for “ high-handed” methods. 
It is all very well to say that there 
should be a sanitary inspection by com- 
petent experts and an orderly execution 
of plans of protection for the sources of 
the Croton water. Nobody denies that, 
but the first thing to be done was to cause 
the removal of those obvious and flagrant 
causes of defilement that have been re- 
peatedly reported upon and denounced, 
but have remained for lack of power to re- 
move them summarily and to pay for the 
damage afterward. As soon as that power 
was granted it should be used and the re- 
sults of past neglect repaired as speedily 
as possible. It needed no sanitary 
expert to decide that domestic out- 
houses directly upon feeders of the reser- 
voirs and drains and sewers emptying 
directly into these streams were sources of 
pollution and liable to become dangerous 
ones. No scientific examination and re- 
port was needed to justify Commissioner 
DaLy in deciding that certain buildings at 
Brewster, Kensico, and Mount Kisco must 
be removed or in summarily removing 
some of the worst nuisances. 

There will be need of sanitary inspection 
and expert judgment in some matters, and 
of course orderly legal proceeding will be 
required in acquiring land and paying for 
property and for injury to private rights, 
but for the abatement of “ obvious nui- 
sances” and for the stoppage of the flow 
of actual nastiness into the Croton water 
suminary methods were provided for and 
were justified. We have seen no evidence 
that Commissioner DaLy and Engineer 
BrirDSALL went too far or acted too vigor- 
ously last week. The newspapersthat are 
trying to raise obstacles and encourage 
resistance to these first steps in a difficult 
task are doing no service to the people of 
the City of New-York or even to those of 
the Croton Watershed. Their course is not 
justified by mere irresponsible Tammany- 
phobia or the cheap sensationalism of 
fighting the authorities whatever they at- 
tempt todo. The interests of the city and 
the safety of the public health demand 
that the authorities be supportedin this 
crusade unless they go wrong, and this 
captious opposition is liable to do serious 
harm. . 


THE TREASURY APPOINTMENTS, 

There is forming about Mr. CARLISLE an 
extremely efficient staff, by whose labors 
and influence the work of the Treasury De- 
partment ig likely to be done ina some- 
what different manner and with a very 
different spirié from those that have been 
noticeable in the department during the 
last two years. Two Assistant Secretaries 
were nominated yesterday, one from New- 
York and one from Massachusetts. Mr. 
WituraM E. Curtis of this city is well 
known here, having been engaged in the 
practice of the law for the past fifteen 
years. He has taken an active interest in 
the better kind of politics, and was partic- 
ularly energetic in the movement which 
secured for the Democratic Party of the 
State an honest expression of its views and 
a proper share of influence in the National 
Convention of last year. While his official 
duties are not political, a record of this 
sort is creditable in any appointee, since it 
is evidence of a sound and courageous atti- 
tude as a citizen. Mr. CURTIS, moreover, 
enjoys the respect and confidence of the 
community which more than any other is 
interested in an adequate administration 
of the financial department of the Govern- 
ment, and his selection will strengthen Mr. 
CARLISLE in New-York. Mr. CHarugs 8. 








Secretary, is one of the leaders of the 
man of ability. There is no better or more 
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banking system is now in a situation where 
a lawyer is likely to render better service 
in the Controller’s office than a financier. 
All its principles are well established, and 
are not likely soon to be disturbed or mod- 
ified. The ordinary relations of the banks 
to the Government are weil defined and 
proceed on a system that is practically 
complete. Thechief function of the Con- 
troller now is one of supervision, and this 
requires a lawyer of trained judgment, 
energy, industry, alertness, and firmness. 
With proper assistance in the offices of the 
various examiners, sucha man ought, in 
due time, tu be able to make such instances 
of mismanagement, or worse;as have oc- 
curred within the last four years, substan- 
tially impossible. Noone doubts that the 
banks on the whele are soundly and hon- 
estly conducted, but the new Controller 
will have the opportunity to reduce the 
margin of mismanagement ina way that 
will be an advantage to the country and 
honorable to himself. 

Of the other Treasury nominations, that 
of Mr. MELINE to be Assistant Treasurer 
isa promotion after twenty years of efli- 
cient service in the department, while Mr. 
FarRROW, who is named as Second Auditor, 
was an acceptable Chief of Division in the 
Sixth Auditor’s office during Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s first term. 

ET EAT IEE RT IT 
A NKEGLECTEL STATUTE. 

The local Boards of Health in the north- 
ern counties of New-Jersey have been in- 
structed to inspect the dairy herds from 
which the milk supply of the cities in those 
counties is obtained. Itis well known that 
many of these herds are closely confined 
in foul stables and fed almost exclusively 
upon brewers’ grains and refuse material. 
Cows kept under such conditions soon be- 
come diseased. 

This attempt to purify the milk supply 
in the most populous districts of New- 
Jersey may remind the Board of Health 
of this State that a law designed to 
prevent the sale of milk taken from dis- 
eased cows and to suppress the disease 
known as bovine tuberculosis, or consump- 
tion, in the dairy herds of New-York was 
passed about one year ago. We do not 
know that the board has undertaken to 
enforce this law, although it was empow- 
ered and required to do so. If any report 
as to proceedings under the statute has 
been made public, it has escaped our at- 
tention, and we have failed to observe in 
the published news of the last twelve 
months any account of such proceedings 
at any place, with the possible exception 
of the case of a herd at Scarsdale, the de- 
plorable condition of which appears to 
have been discovered by accident. 

It seems to us that action should have 
been taken some time ago for the enforce- 
ment of this law. There is evidence 
enough as to the prevalence of the disease, 
and it is well-established doctrine that by 
means of the milk of tuberculous cows the 
malady commonly called consumption may 
be communicated to those who drink it. 
The Legislature should call upon the State 
board for a report. 


AUSTKIA AND THE JEWS, 

It will be admitted that the first Admin- 
istration of President CLEVELAND was un- 
fortunate in its solution of the question 
whom to send to Austria. That was not 
really the question, which was rather 
what to do for and with Keitry. We tried 
to send him to Italy, but there arose one of 
those little indiscretions which nearly all 
public men commit in American politics 
without suffering for the same, such is 
American amiability. But foreigners are 
not so good-natured as Americans, and 
their memories are longer. The Italian 
Court was absurd enough to object to Kri- 
LEY because he had taken sides, publicly 
and with ferocity, in favor of the Vatican 
and against the Quirinal. The objection 
was not less absurd than the objection of 
the Chinese to receiving BLAIR, some years 
later, upon the trivial ground that BLAIR 
had denounced the Chinese, in the hear- 
ing of the official stenographer of the Sen- 
ate, in much the same strain that had pre- 
viously been sounded by DENIS KEARNEY, 
who nevertheless would doubtless have 
accepted the representation of the United 
States at Pekin if it had been offered to 
him. KrILey being thus left on our hands, 
we tried to send him to Vienna, where also 
it turned out that he was an unwelcome 
personage, ostensibly because Austria 
would not pat up with Italy’s leavings, but 
really, as we strongly and officially sus- 
pected, because his wife was a Jewess and 
Jewesses are not received at the Austrian 
Court. 

All this constituted no reason what- 
ever why we should not send Mr. 
Max Jupp as Consul General to Austria. 
It is true that he is a Jow, but as he would 
not in any case be expected to attend 
Court balls or State dinners, or to hold any 
personal or social relations with the Em- 
peror or the Court, that did not seem to be 
a relevant consideration, nor does it now. 
The Austrian Government has, doubtless, 
a perfect right to withhold his exequatur 
on any ground that to the Austrian Gov- 
ernment seems good. They may withhold 
it for the reason that he is a Jew, or for 
thereason that he plays chess too well. 
Our own suspicion is that the chief chess 
players of the Austrian capital would be 
glad to get at him. Certainly they would 
not decline to play with him upon the 
ground that he is a Jew, for certain of 
their own best players are Jews also, anda 
Jew from foreign parts has been known 
to bear away the prize, in a Viennese 
tournament, from the Jewish and Gentile 
players of Vienna. 

The Austrian Government, however, has 
not objected to Mr. Jupp either upon the 
ground that he is a Jew or upon the 
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and irresponsible clamor from the Jew | 


baiters, who are particularly active and 
rancorous in Vienna. It would be most un- 


notice whatever of this clamor, unless it 
should be adopted by the Government of 
Austria, which would probably hesitate to 











take the responsibility of rejecting a pure- 
ly commercial representative of the United 
States upon the ground of his religion. It 
would be foolish and ridiculous for Mr. 
Jupp himself to resign, as it has been 
gravely suggested in an American news- 
paper that he should do, in order to save 
the Austrian Government from the avowal 
that its official action was determined by 
the clamor of the Austrian Jew baiters. It 
would be something more than foolish and 
ridiculous, for it would amount to an 
avowal not only that Mr. Jupp made a 
mistake in seeking the office, but that the 
Government made a mistake in giving it 
tohim. Itis not exactly his business to 
facilitate the persecution of the Jews in 
Austria. By all means, if Austrian official 
intolerance goes far enough to prevent the 
reception of Jews as Consuls, the Austrian 
Government should be made to take the 
responsibility of its intolerance. 














THE COMING REVISION. 

Reports from the Pittsburg district indi- 
cate that the manufacturers of iron and 
steel are by no means alarmed about the 
impending revision of the tariff. For ex- 
ample, the Carnegie Contpany has made 
preparations for expending about $2,000,- 
000 in enlarging its plant. The capacity 
of two or three of the company’s great 
shops is to be doubled, and in other ways 
provision is to be made for supplying a 
largely-increased demand. 

It is the general expectation that in the 
coming revision the present iron and steel 
schedule of the tariff will be changed 
throughout. The prediction may safely be 
made, we think, that iron ore will be put 
on the free list, that the duty on pig iron 
will be largely reduced, and that from the 
duties on the finished products there will 
be taken not only a portion corresponding 
to the reduction upon raw material, but 
also a considerable portion in addition. 

The manufacturers know that under 
such a revisionof the tariff they will not be 
driven out of business, but will, inall prob- 
ability, be benefited by an enlarged demand 
for their products, while, at the same time, 
the interests of consumers generally will 
be served. Their expenditures for improve- 
ments and additions to their plants indi- 
cate a confidence on their part in the pur- 
pose of Congress and the new Administra- 
tion‘ to revise the tariff logically and with 
due regard for all interests that are en- 
titled to consideration, as well as a convic- 
tion that the policy which has been pretty 
clearly foreshadowed will do them more 
good than harm. 

President CaRNov’s latest effort to put off 
the evil day of CoNsTANS has been even 
less successful than had been expected. M. 
MELINE is not even a makeshift, for he can- 
not form a Ministry that will hold together 
untilit is attacked. The reported deter- 
mination of the President to intrust the task 
to M. DEVELLE is but another makeshift, 
and not more promising. M. Carnors 
policy seems to be to make up a Cabinet of 

the invividual members who are not yet 
themselves discredited, of Cabinets already 
and abundantly discredited. 1t is not a 
good policy, and it is hard to believe that 
it has been adopted on publicand unselfish 
grounds. The President of the republic 
has done far more to discredit himself, 
since the exposures began, than his enemies 
have done, or could have done, to discredit 
him, 








CRIPPLED IN THE SENATE, 


REPUBLICANS HAVE THE POWER TO 
RETALIATE ON THE DEMOCRATS. 


ALBANY, April 3.—The Democratic majority 
in the Senate is badly crippled, and the Repub- 
licans, while lacking the votes to pasa bills, are 
in temporary control. Senator Cantor came 
to Albany this afternoon, but was too ill 
to report at the Capitol Advices from 
Catskill report Senator Bloodgood’s condition 
as extremely serioas, with doubts of his ability 
to return to his duties this session; and this 
evening Senator McCarren (Dem., Kings,) re- 
ceived a dispatch from Oyster Bay saying that 
Benatoer Floyd-Jones (Dem., Queens,) was con- 
fined to his bed and would not be able to reach 
Albany before the latter part of the week. 

In consequence all political legislation is tied 
ina knot, and the Democrats will be forced to 
treat the Republicans with politeness and con- 
sideration. 

Nor is this all; should the Democrats be un- 
able during the final days of the session to hold 
their majority, the Republican Senators will in- 
troduce a resolution to expunge from the Jour- 
nal the resolution of censure placed there by 
order of Lieut. Governor Sheehan in February, 
1892, against Senators Erwin, Saxton, O’Con- 
nor, Coggeshall, and Richardson for contumacy 
in refusing to vote. Pending the success of this 
expunging resolution no resolution will be 
passed thanking the Lieutenant Governor for 
the ‘impartial, dignified, and uniform courte- 
sy” with whioh he has treated the Senators. 

Of course this customary resolution cannot be 
passed unless the Lieutenant Governor can con- 
trol seventeen votes, which is a consummation 
svarcely to be reaehed unless the expunging 
resolution is adopted as a reciprocal measure. 





MAY BE A SERIOUS STRIEEZ,

THE WORLD’S’ FAIR CARPENTERS 
THREATEN TO MAKE MORE TROUBLE. 


CHICAGO, April 3.—The painters’ strike at the 
World’s Fair grounds was settled in a very 
peculiar manner this morning. Superintendent 
of Painting Allen called the 150 striking paint- 
ers together and asked all those who were will- 
ing to work for 35 cents an hour to step to one 
side. 

One huadred and twenty-five men did this, 
the others being dismissed. Mr. Allen then 
said to those remaining: “ Just to show you 
men that the exposition authorities mean to do 


well by you, I wamt to announce that we will 

ay you 45 cents an hour. That is 5 cents an 
four more than you asked for when you went 
out.” 

Organized labor may test the conspiracy ques- 
tion in the Illinois courts. The 300 carpenters 
struck because they were not given 40 cents an 
hour, and because the Board of Administration 
refused to grant their demand that only union 
men be employed. 

In refusing the demands of the carpenters the 
Board of Administration teok into considera- 
tion only the union question. In the reply to 
the strikers the board said that if work was re- 
fused to men not in the union the inalienable 
rights of such citizens would be invaded. The 
pourd’s action is in line with the deoision of 
Judge Ricks at Toledo. 

The Carpenters’ Council has taken the matter 
under advisement, and will probably oall out all 
the carpenters, numbering about 1,600 men. If 
this is done the allied trades will probably be 
called on to back up the carpenters, and the re- 
sult may be very injurious to the Fair just at 
this time.

“The Guardsman,” a farce in three acts, was 
written by George R. Sims and Cecil Raleigh 
as & successor to their “Gray Mare,” a 
capital piece, with the motive of farce 
and the manner of pure comedy. “The 
Guardsman” was therefore very carefully 
molded and put together; its text is 
more elaborately embellished with odd quips 
and showy phrases than that of “The Gray 
Mare.” Indeed, the new piece bears evidence 
of much more strenuous effort in the making 
than its predecessor did. 

The charm of that was found in its freshness 
and simplicity. Its plot was as wildly improba- 
ble as that of “ The Guardsman” is, but was de- 
veloped with admirable clearness, and there 
was & prevailing tone of veracity that was de- 
lightful. “The Gray Mare” was not as witty 
as “The Guardsman,” perhaps, but its humor 


4, Was abundant and of a good quality. 


“The Guardsman,” acted for the first time in 
this country at the Lyoeum Theatre last night, 
is inevery way a showiler play. It has more 
pictures, and its incidents, as the action devel- 
ops, are more numerous. Yet the story is sim- 
plicity itself. Eustace bramston is a guardsman 
indebt. His aunt, a rich widow, and a match- 
maker by nature, will pay his debts if he will 
offer his hand to Daphne Lovell, her American 
protégé. His uncle, Sir James Bramaton, a sour 
old solicitor, opposed to all marriages on prin- 
ciple, is opposed to this and advises Eustace to so 
behave himself that Miss Lovell will refuse him. 
Eustace has fallen in love with an incognita he 
meton the underground railway. Of course, 
after having so behaved himself as to outrage 
any respectable girl’s sense of propriety, he 
learns, at the end of Act IL, that Mias Lovell is 
his incogniia, 

Then there is a third act for explanations, and, 
as there is really very little to explain, for the 
sake of another half hour of nonsense the 
famous six doors of Terence, Plautus, Labiche, 
Soribe, the old comico pantomimes, and Bronson 
Howard's ‘‘Saratoga,” are brought into use. 
There is 4 young woman hiding in every room 
in Eustace’s fiat, and two in the bathroom, 
when his unole, who started for Carisbad, but 
missed his train, unexpectedly returns. 

Here is as much substance as “The Gray 
Mare” had, and as good, too, for there was no 
groat merit or ingenuity displayed in the story 
ofthat. Then “The Guardsman” has some of 
the smartest “ lines”? we have lately heard from 
the stage. Thetextof Sir James’s partis par- 
ticularly rich in this way and it is asound comic 
pers in every way, such as & good old comedian 

ike Mr. Walcot fairly revels in—sly, peppery, 
blustering, crusty, unctuous, doddering, self- 
satistied, and bewildered, all at once. 

Almost as good a part is Mr. Fritz Williams’s, 
though Hanbury Hakes, the cockney pickle 
merchant, hasavery slight connection with 
the plot. Mr. Williams and-Mr. Walcot have 
been kept lately in the background at the Ly- 
ceuw because of the success of ‘‘ Americans 
Abroad,” but their sapera, bas come 
now. Mr. Williams has nice skill in “ compos- 
ing’’ comico character; there is scarcely a hint 
of his own personality in the face, voice, or mo- 
tions of Hakes, yet the performance is per- 
fectiy easy and ‘“‘natural,” if, after the Chicago 
engagement of Signora Duse, that word can 
used again in a newspaper notice ofa play. 

Mr. Keleey plays Eustace with plenty of vim 
and humor, but not quite the requisite lightness 
oftouch. It is an old-fashioned “ patter ” part, 
not nearly so human as John in “The Gray 
Mare,” and “patter” is foreign to our stage 
nowadays. 

Miss Maude Harrison, as the American girl, 
has one or two clever little scenes of badinage 
which she does very neatly. Her most impor- 
tant scene seems to be her rehearsal, in 
Court train, of her conduct at the Queen’s 
drawing room. Miss Shannon helps her in 
this, impersonating the “presence” and im- 
parting valuable adviee. This passage ought 
to be merry and light as thistledown. Last 
nightit was heavy as lead. At tke hour of 
going to press we have not decided whether 
that sorrowful effect was due to Miss Harrison, 
or Miss Shannon, or both, or the authors. 
Otherwise Mises Harrison does her trifling part 
with her accustomed skill, and Miss Shannon 
has very little to do. 

Mrs. Whiffen is excellent as the impossible 
match-maker, smooth, di«nified, and absolutely 
unconscious of her own drollery, and the cast 
is all good sofar as individual work is con- 
cerned, but the piece must be acted with 
more swiftness and harmony. Doubtless, after 
a few nights it will go with more vim. 

It is scarcely necessary to say that Mr. Daniel 
Frohman has set this play well. Mr. Unitt’s

GARDEN THEATRE. 


‘‘THE POET AND THE PUPPRTS” AND 
‘‘HIS WEDDING DaY.” 


Charles Brookfield’s travesty of *‘ Lady Win- 
dermere’s Fan” was well received at the Gar- 
den Theatre last evening. The house echoed 
with laughter from the moment May Irwin ap- 
peared in the prologue as a plump blonde fairy 
to the end ef the performance, two hours later. 

Even if Mr. Wilde had not written his play, 
“The Poct and the Puppets” would be well 
worth seeing. Much ofits nonsense and many 
of its wild absurdities haves no particular 
relation to the esthetical gentleman’s 
Pleasing combination of long-tested situ- 
ations, but so amusing is even this part of 
the farce that, with the addition it gets of adroit 


satire on a work which lends itself admirab ly 
to such treatment, the hilarity gains a meaning 
anda purpose. Asa result, nobody felt a bit 
fooliah for yielding to his impulses and laugh- 
ing till the tears came into his eyes. 

When the proceedings begin the Peetof the 
Lily sits alone meditating a new triumph. He 
summons a fairy to asasist him, and 
she in turn calle up the shades of 
Shakespeare, Ibsen, Sheridan, and two or three 
mere to give advice. Some quaint revelations 
of stage devices mark this scene, and their suo- 
cess recalled the distant day when Mr. Dixey 
firat showed tho secrets of make-up. 

Then the play begins. The poet arranges and 
drills his puppets, till under his guidance they 
go through scenes amazingly like and as amaz- 
ingly unlike those that take place at Palmer's. 
Many of the actors succeed in making themselves 
counterparts of the Palmer company, both in 
looks and speech, and among these there is but 
little trace of burlesque. Thatis left for some 
wildly incongruous personages—a Hamlet who 
has the skirts of his doublet expanded by crino- 
line, an Ophelia who trifies coyly with Parker, 
anda “Spirit of Arbitration” who is equally 
well known in proscenium boxes and the Tombs. 

They turn r. Wilde’s epigrams inside out 
and end for end; they make his peilecernt 
dance a jig and they electrify his sion sill it 
grins from ear to ear. As thé taciturn 
daughter of the Duchess, Miss May Rob- 
son adds many new oes and one 
new leg—marvelous invention !—to antique 
wavings of skirts, and in the chamber scene the 
young men range themselves like negro min- 
strels to exchange riddles instead of cynicism. 

The imitations are remarkable. Mr. Brown 
quite out-Hollands Mr. Holland, end Miss Eii- 
son’s presentment of Miss Arthur is nearly per- 
fect. And, best of all, there js no ill-nature 
in the mimicry. Nobody need be offended, 
even Mr. Wilde. Mr. Palmer, who sat 
in a box, evidently enjoyed it ali, and 
Mr. Barrymore came over from Broadway to 
help out the minstrel scene by appearing in it 
He couldn’t help langhing at himself and the 
others, and fora moment Mr. Miller ceased to 
be a perfect picture of the poet se as to get his 
share of the enjoyment.

WOMEN VOTERS IN KANSAS 


en 
LARGE INCREASE IN THEIR BEG- 
ISTRATION IN CITIES. 


HOW SOME OF THEM HAVE DBEMOX- 


B8TKATED THEIR CAPACITY AS OF- 
FICE HOLDERS—THE 
PERMITTING THEM TO VOTE AT ALL 
ELECTIONS LIKELY TO FAIL. 


TopBKA, April 3.—The action of the Legislat- 
ure in submitting to the voters an amendment 
to the Constitution giving women the right to 
vote at all elections has had the effect of slight- 
ly increasing the registration in cities where 
they have the right to vote in municipal elec- 
tions. In the several cities where registration 
is required the poll books show the following 
numbers ef women taking advantage of their 
limited rights: Topeka, 4,000; Leavenworth, 
2,354; Wichita, 2,464; Lawrence, 1,000; Fort 
Bocott, 1,385; Emporia, 883; Kansas City, 3,482. 

The proportion is continued about the same 
in the other cities. The registration this year 
is much larger than it was last year. While 
some of this increase was caused by 4 wish to 
prove thatthe women desired full franchise, 
much of it was occasioned by the activity of 
candidates in the cities, who personally solicit- 
ed their friends of the gentler sex to help them 
out. 

Itis certain that the large majority of the 
women have expressed themselves against this 
innovation, and have declared that, given the 
right, they would never exercise it. While 
inany of the good women of the cities have 
voiced their sentiments at the polls, it is a re- 
corded fact that all the women of questionable 
eharacter have never failed to vote where they 
had that privilege. This latter fact is well un- 
derstood by those who have run hacks and car- 
riages to bring out voters. They have not voted 
so much for principle, as they have to help out 
some favorite man who might return the favor 
in an Official way. 

Without exception the elections have been 
quietly conducted, and women have been as 
free from rudeness as though they were on the 
street for other purposes. There are always 
men about who would not permit any incivility , 
evenif it were offered. Inthis State the law 
forbidding any person to approach nearer the 
voting place than fifty feet has been generally 
observed, much to the comfort of the men as 
wellas the women. This of itself is a protec- 
tion to those who feel that they need protection. 
Ticket peddlers seldom approach the women, 
whoasarule havea place set apart for them 
in which they can prepare their ballots. 

In the Legislative lobby last Winter, when the 
proposed amendment was under consideration, 
might have been observed the same women who 
have been engaged in that work foradozen or 
more years. They were not strong in numbers, 
but it was proved that they were strong in 
influence and power, for when the final vote 
was taken there were few who had the temerity 
to vote ‘“‘ No.” Most of these women had made 
reputations on the platform as lecturers, some 
of them even having national notoriety. Truth 
compels the admission that at their nomes they 
were visitors, and in s0me instances strangers. 
They were all good women; of this there is no 
doubt But they have had for years a mission, 
and atthe same time a revenue from the vari- 
ous suffrage clubs which they formed in various 
counties of the State. ’ 

Up to the present time they have not sought 
to control the militia, nor have any of them 
applied for appointments in that organization. 
None of them have sought for appointment on 
any of the State boards except the State Board 
ot Charities and the Columbian Board. fm 
claim that they will be content to regulate suc 
boards as they cannot consistently furnish 
members for. . ; 

There might be named one exception to those 
who do not love strife. One of the principal 
workers in this movement, Mrs. Laura M. Johns 
a womanly, lovable littie woman, possessed ot 
tact as well as of ability, wae in the mélée when 
the Republican members of the Legislature 
broke through the great door at the main en- 
trance and captured the hall. There were Win- 
chester rifles and revolvers in plenty there, in 
the hands of desperate, reckless men, who were 
prepared to fire upon the attacking body. In- 
stead of seeking a sheltered spot, as did some of 
the more prudent reporters present in the ball, 
Mrs. Johns took her station in the middle of the 
hall, near the door, and when the panels were 
broken through by Speaker Douglas, sbe 
shouted and cheered the men who were making 
their way in the face of men armed with fire- 
arms. hen the overpowered Populists beata 
hasty retreat she was the tiret one to swing her 
handkerehief over her head and shout * Vio- 
tory!” regardless of the scowling faces of the 
vanquished army. 

This woman has been the most earnest and 
consistent advocate of woman suffrage, and bas 
had the tact to do her workin the lobby only 
whenthe mostcould be accomplished. Before the 
close of the present registration she made ear- 
nest appeals for the women to register, and 
thus prove the falsity of the claims made by 
her opponents that the women did not want to 
vote. er advice has been followed to a greater 
degree than was expected, though, as has been 
shown, much of the increase was caused by the 
activity of candidates who want votes. 


Municipal elections in the past have been pro-- 


ductive of curious resulta, Contrary to gen- 
eral expectation, in many of the cities the wo- 
men have openly espoused the cause of those 
whom the business men could not support be- 
cause of corrupt practices. In this city a few 
years ago the issue was sharply drawn between 
@ man who was in favor of closing all ‘ joints’’ 
and disreputable houses, and a man who fa- 
vored these places under proper regulations. 
The women of the city, including one of the 
leading Christian Associations, openly espoused 
the cause of the latter, and by their votes gave 
him the yietory over the man deemed by the 
business men to be the proper person be 

laced at the head of the City Government. 

he night after the election, at a jollification 
held by the adherents of the successful candi- 
date, toasts were publicly drunk to ‘‘ The ladies 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Associa- 
tion, who so nobly came to our rescue.” 

This has not always been the case, for insome 
of the smaller towns the women have wrested 
the government from the hands of men unfitted 
to eontrol, in one instance—that at Kiowa—a 
woman running against her husband for Mayor 
and defeating him. 

There have been instances of women Police 
Judges, an office that they have tilled to the 
terror of ge and yagabonds. Im such eases 
the women filling that olficial position have se- 
oured full satisfaction for the years of terror 
put upon them by the tramp element. In one 
village where there was a female Police Judge 
there was a uniform sentence for all tramps 
and vagabonds. The victim was forced first to 
take a thoreugh bath, administered by a strong 
Marshal, and then given ten days on a rock 
pile. Work could not be shirked, for the order 
was to feed the victim according to the amount 
of work done, and the meals for afull day’s 
work would never fopnder the man. In one 
inetance a tramp was sentenced to two baths a 
day for ten Gare. and be received them without 
avy rebate. e never visited that sectien of 
the Btate again, for fear he might unconsciously 
cross int» the limits of that village. 

The women have 60 injudiciously antagonized 
men of all parties that it is believed the amend- 
ment to the Constitution will be yoted down, 
especially now that the State has adopted a 
ballet system that insures absolute secrecy. 
There are men that will talk “suffrage” and 
vote against it, feeling that they dare not try 
the experiment. They Nelieve that with such 
suffrage the evils of the past will be repeated on 
a larger scale. There is no fear that those who 
vote can be purchased, but the danger is appar- 
ent that prejudice will overcome reason. At 
least such are the reasons given by those who 
will oppose the new departure.

A death certificate was filed yesterday, signed 
by Dr. Henry Robinson of 402 Weat Fifty-eighth 
Street, stating thatga woman named Annie L. 
Caldwell had died on Friday morning at 341 
West Fifty-seventh Street. The woman’s death 
resulted from chronio throat trouble. 

Funeral services were held at the house where 
she died on Saturday evening, and she was 
buried on Sunday, her relatives say, in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery, although the death certificate 
gives the place of her burial as Poughkeepsie. 

The dead woman was the daughter of old John 
Churchill. About twenty years ago she married 
William Campbell, the head of the firm of wall- 
paper manufacturers whose factory isin Iorty- 
second Street westof Tenth Avenue, AS Was 
told at the time, about five years ago Mra. 
Campbell, who was a handsome woman, dis- 
covered that her husband was unfaithful, and 
obtained a divorce and alimony of about $4,000 
ayear. Mr. and Mrs. Campbell had one obild, 
a daugbter named Stella, who is now about 
seventeen years old. This child remained in 
the care of her mother. 

After her divorce from Mr. Campbell, the wo- 
man went to Europe, where she married Dr. 
Cacace, an Italian. Last Spring she returned 
and shortly afterward became invoived in 
trouble with the Custom House people over a 
lot of paintings upon which undervaluation 
was claimed by Special Inspector Traitteur. 
Many charges and countercharges were made in 
the course of this dispute, among them being 
the statement of Mrs. Cacace that Inspector 
Traitteur wanted ber to marry him and that his 
seizure of the paintings was persecution follow- 
ing her rejection of his suit. 

Last Summer, at Saratoga, Mrs. Cacace met 
James F. Caldwell, the starter of race horses, 
and the two, according to Lawyer Abraham 
Hummel, became very fond of each other. Mrs. 
Cacace began to try to get a divorce from her 
Italian husband, and meantime was much 
in the company of Caldwell. Within the last 
few days she went to live at S41 West Fifty- 
seventh Street, which house is Caldwell's prop- 
erty. The house waa full of workmen who have 
been redecorating it, a curious fact being that 
the Campbell firm had the contract for the new 
decorations. On Thursday night there was a

GAINES NO. 2 WINS. 


THE LAST CHAPTER IN THE STORY OF 
ROEFRT J. GAINES’S CAREER.

ATLANTA, April 3.—A decision in the Heard 
County Superior Court to-day closes a peculiar 
story. On March 3, 1890, Col. Robert J. Gaines, 
ono of the best known menin Western Georgia, 
left his home and passed over the Heard County 
line with his gun for a hunt. Smoke rising in 


the woods caused an investigation. Col Gaines 
was found dead near a login a thicket brush 
and the leaves all around him on fire. 

The indications were that Col. Gaines had sat 
down on a log and with his foot had pulled the 
trigger and killed himself. 

Col. Gaines was a prosperous citizen of Ten- 
nessee twenty-five years ago. He had a home, 
a wife, and children. He hada long sickness, 
lost bis mind, and wae sent to the State Lunatic 
Asylum. While there his wife sued fora di- 
voree and took charge of the property for her- 
self and children. 

Gaines was an inmate of the asylum several 
ears and entirely recovered hia mind. He 
earned ot his wite’s divorce, and quietly packed 

his grip and went te Carrollton, where he made 
his home for fifteen years. 

Col. Gaines prospered, and six years ago was 
married to Mrs. Wilson, a widew, who had a 
millinery establishment in Carrollton. Mrs. 
Wilson was well off, and the two together had a 
snug fortune, 

Later Col. and Mrs. Gaines moved to their 
farm in Heard County, and it was there that 
Gaines fired the fatal shot Col. Gaines’s di- 
vorced wife and children, still living in Tennes- 
see, brought suit in the Heard County Superior 
Court to recover Gaines’s property which he 
had made since his residence in Carrollton, 
amounting to $15,000. Mra. Gaines the second 
was the winner in the case and was awarded the 
property.

WILLIAM H. CHILDS OF PITTSBURG, ONCE 
RICH, SOUGHT DEATH. 


William H. Childs, woll known in Pittsburg, 
Peun., who came to this city about a year aco, 
was taken to the New-York Hospital iate last 
night from the flat of Mra. Olive Jardine, 151 
West Thirty-fifth Strcet, unconsolous from an 
Overdose of morphine. At 2 o’olook this morn- 
ing he was not expected to live. 

Childs had studied medicine but had never 
practiced, and was until recently, it is said, 
Wealthy. He was thirty-three years old and 
quite a society man at home. 

According to the statements of Mrs. Jardine, 
in whose flat Childs had been staying for a 


week, the young man had lost nearly,if not 
quite, allof his money since he came to New- 
York, having “dropped” $50,000 in a mining 
scheme and sunk the rest of it in speculation. 

For a couple of days he had been sick in bed, 
and the doctors who attended him say, asuffer- 
ing the effects of drink. Mra. Jardine told the 
physicians that he had threatened several times 
to kill himself, and that after being taken 
ill yesterday had talked of sulphonal and antipy- 
rene, which, taken with the morphine discov- 
ered by the doctors, makes it appear that he 
had used his knowledge of medicine to do away 
with himeeif. 

Dr. Alexander Dallas of 65 West Thirty- 
sixth Street and Dr. &. W. Banks of 70 West 
Thirty-fifth Street were called in at 8 o’clook by 
Mrs. Jardine and her sister, both of whom were 
badly frightened, and immediately sent the col- 
ored servant to the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion House to call an ambulance. 

Patrolman George Reed was sept to investi- 
gate the case, but made no arrests, reporting 
—— Childs had taken the drugs to cure a head- 
ache. 

When the ambulance came Dr. Chamberlain, 
the surgeon attached to it, and the two phy- 
sicians already on hand worked over Childs 
until 11 o’olock before it was thought eafe to re- 
move him. it was necessary to keep up arti- 
ficial respiration. 

After the ambulance had left, the flat was 
locked up and everybody disappeared. Mrs. 
Jardine told the dootors that she was going to 
getafriend of Childs who was staying at the 
imperial Hotel and then go to the hospital. 

It was said that Mrs. Jardine intended to 
move yesterday, but postponed going until 
i ae presumably on account of Childs’s till- 

ess.

Is suited the books of the professional opera- 
tors to make the stock market look very strong 
to-day, and they did so by marking up Chicago 
Gas, Distilling and Cattle Feeding, Cordage, 
and New-England.

The advance 
in whisky was made in the face of a reduction 
in the price of spirits, and of an announcement 
from Chicago that the combination had deter- 
mined on a war of extermination against the 
independent distilleries. 

Manhattan broke 5 points at the opening, and 
afterward dropped 5 more to 159.

The weakness was due to 
the intimation given to the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission by Mr. Starin that there was a possibil- 
ity of finding capitalists who would undertake 
the construction of an underground system.

CAPITAL WINS THE FIGHT 


—>—— 
@WHE ANN ARBOR STRIKE WAS LI- 
GAL, THE BOYCOTT WAS NOT, 


CHARGES AGAINST THE ENGINEERS AND 
FIREMEN DISMISSED—ONE OFFEND- 
ING EMPLOYE FINED FIFTY DOLLARS 
—THE BOYCOTT ADVISED BY CHIEF 
ARTHUR DECLARED TO BE A VIOLA- 
TION OF THE INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE LAW-—BOTH sUITS TO BE 
APPEALED. 

TotEDo, Ohio, April 3.+-The great battle be- 
tween capital and labor, growing out of the 
\etrike en the Ann Arbor Railroad, has been 
fought. Temporarily, at least, capital has the 
“victory. 

The Judges find the Lake Shore engineers and 
firemen who refused to handle freight cars 
‘belonging to the Ann Arbor Company in con- 
tempt, but allow them to go unpunished. 

One employe, however, who is judged to have 
made resigning a makeshift to enable him to 
Gisobey the Federal court's order, is fined $50. 
His case will be appealed. 

In the conspiracy case against Chief Arthur 
@f the engineers, the enforcement of a rale 
@gainst handling the freight of a company 
against which there is a strike is judged in this 
‘ease to conflict with the Inter-State Commerce 
‘act, and he is restrained from boycotting the 
Ann Arbor Road. This ruling will also be ap- 
pealed from. 

Judge Taft’s decision maintains that, while 
‘the strike was legal, the boyoott was not.

FOUGHT TO A FINISH.

ToLEDo, Ohio, April 3.—The strikers on the 
Ann Arbor and Lake Shore Roade have not yet 
Wecided just how they feel over the two deé- 
wisions rendered this morning. The simple 
‘sruth of the matter is that none of the men fully 
comprehend the import of the opinions and are 
‘utterly at a loss to discover whether they have 
@ohieved a victory or sustained a defeat. 

| And this state of affairs exists not only 
wmong the strikers, but throughout the city, 
wand even among the attorneys, as is evidenced 
‘by the fact that when interviewed this evening 
‘ghe junior counsel for the brotherhood ex- 
pressed himself as quite well pleased with the 
@utcome of the hearing, until informed that the 
e@enior counsel) was far from pleased, and would 
appeal both cases to the courts of last resort. 

Once enlightened he came to the conclusion 
that the situation did not look so bright after 
all Some of the strikers who claim to under- 
stand the situation argue that the day has been 
one of yictory for them, inasmuch as the de- 
‘@ision against Chief Arthur is practically use- 
less, as he has no authority either todeclare a 
‘poycott or call a strike. 
The conviction of only one man out of eight 

atrikers arrested proves, they think, that it will 
“be extremely difficuit to enforce the new law 
or to secure sufficient evidence in cases of 
atrikes to prove that the men, in refusing to 


‘work, were actually guilty of a.conspiracy te 
injure the property or vusiness of their em- 


yers. 

On the other hand, the railroad officials claim 
that they have achieved a victory in the estab- 
lishment of a law that actually does away with 
— and makes a boycott a conspiracy and a 

2. 

The attorneys forthe brotherhood claim that 
there was no more reason for the conviction 
of the defendant Lennon than fer the convic- 
tion ef the others, and say that the very objec- 

tions which the court urged against the charges 
brought by the prosecution against the other 
strikers were equally applicable te Lennon. 

The only difference between the cases, they 
gecert, is the fact that Lennon was on the road 
when he left the employ of the company, ard 
in the performanve of a duty. That duty, they 
admit, might be called a contract with the 
eompany, and the defendant held respensible 
for not carrying out that contract; but that 

mt has not been emphasized by the 
udge, and it was not included to any great ex- 
tent in his decision, 

Even if Lennon were tobe held for a violation 

of contract, the brotherhood attorneys claim 
that the court would have no jurisdiction in the 
matter, as violation of contract is not a erim!- 
mal offense and would have to be dealt with ao- 
cordingly. 
They further olaim that if the ruling of the 
coourt is upheld and the Supreme Court declares 
that for a bedy of men to quit at one time to se- 
cure an increase of waces, or, as in the present 
@ase, to avoid performing an objectionable 
service, is a conspiracy against the company 
and a crime, then the strike system of the coun- 
try is forever abolished and labor unionism de- 
atroyed for all time to come. 

The contempt case against Lennon will be ap- 

ed to the Supreme Court on a writ of 
beas corpus calling for the production in 
court of the defendant’s body. The brother- 
hood’s attorneys will claim that Lennon was 
Dot properly subpomnsed, that he had not been 
notitied of the proeeedings in court, that he had 
not read or understood the order of the court, 
and that the court has no jurisdiction in the 
Matter, inasmuch as the plaintiffs in the case, 
the Michigan Central Ann Arbor Railroads, 
gre corporations organized under the laws of 
Michigan and not of Ohio. 
| The case against Arthur will be carried to the 
Circuit Court ot Appeals, on the ground that no 
evidence has been produced showing that Ar- 
thur attempted to bring about a eonspiracy or 
to injure the atfairs of the company in any way.

THE ROAD GAINS EVERY POINT. 


®@UCH IS THE VICE PRESIDENT’S VIEW 
OF THE DECISION. 


| J. M. Ashley, Jr., Vice President of the Tole- 
do, Ann Arbor and North Michigan Railroad, 
arrived in this city yesterday from Tolede. Mr. 
Ashley was found last evening at the Lotos 
Club. On the subjectof the decision rendered 
yesterday by United States Judge Ricks, Mr. 
Ashley made the following statement to a NEw- 
‘York TrmeEs reporter: 

| “Inthe cases in the United States court at 
“Toledo, arising out of the Toledo, Ann Arbor 
snd North Michigan Railroad strike, on the 


hearing of the engineers for contempt, the men 
claimed that they leftthe service of the Lake 
Shore Company in the ordinary course of affairs, 
aud that they bad a right to do so. 

** Nobody questioned this general proposition. 
The complainants in the case, however— tbe 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad 
Company—claimed that the men quit in — 
ance of a boycott and that their act was illegal 
and in plain violation of the inter-State com- 
meree law. This law imposes a maximum pen- 
alty for an infraction of its provisions of two 
Seg imprisonment or $5,000 fine, or both, at 

discretion of the court, 

“Inthe conduct of the case there was no 

Nestion as te the law. During the trial, 
though. the by-laws of the Brotherhood of Le- 
comotive Engineers were brought into court. 
In the printed rules of the by-laws there was 
Bo authority for a boycott, but on the cross- 
examination of Mr. Arthur there was produced 
_ famous Rule 12, which reads in substance 
thus: 

“*In case of a legal strike apom any railway the 
engineers on copnecting lines shall not move any 
freight cars of tie jine on which the legal strike ts in 
force until such strike shall have been deciared off.’ 

“It was plain and was proved to the satis- 
faction of the court that this Rule 12 was put 
in force by Chief Arthur's notification. he 
opinion of the court given to<lay by the same 
Judge Taft who delivered the opinion in the in- 

unction case against Chief Arthur and the 

rotherhood, luys down the proposition that 
the boycott is illegal, and,furthermore, that the 
Brotherhood of Engineers by reason of the so- 
tion of Rule 12 is an organized conspiracy 
against socicty in the United States. 

**The order of the court Practically puevtioe 
for # suspension of Rule 12, and prohibits the 

lacing of a boycott on Toledo, Ann Arbor and 
Korth Michigan freight. 

“Itis well that the public,’ continued Mr. 
Ashley, “should clearly understand the two 
points of view from which the controversy 
should be regarded. The firet is a contention of 
the men that they can auittheir employment at 
any time they choose. 

“The contention of the railroad company is 
that the men have no right to place a boycott 
on inter-State commerce. The decision of the 
Circuit Court of the United States holds that the 
facts developed at the trial were that a boyeott 
had been declared, and the court pro to 
exercise all its powers to suppress the boycott. 

“This means that the power of the Government 
of the United states is arrayed against the 

boyeott and anybody who attempts to use it. 
There is but one conclusion te be drawn—the 
boycott must go.” 

Mr. Ashley further stated that all trainson the 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michig 
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road was now, he said, doing a heavy business. 
Mr. Ashley left Toledo on Saturday last, aiter 
fesling assured that his presence in the West 
was no longer needed. Early in the day yester- 
day he received a dispatch from General Man- 
ager H. W. Ashiey stating that in Judge Ricksa’s 
decision tne Toledo, Aun Arbor and North 
Michigan Railroad had gained every point.

PRESIDENT TALKS. 


THE DECISION NOT LAW, BOUT, IF 80, 
THE LAW MUST BE CHANGED. 


Samuel Gompers, Presidentof the American 
Federation of Labor, was seen by a NEW-YORK 
Times reporter at his offices, 14 Clinton Place, 
yesterday. He said: 

“T look upon the decision of Judges Taft and 
Ricks wherein they declare that the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, should it ex- 
ercise its right to boycott oortain freight, 
become guilty of criminal conspiracy agatust 
its country as a Pecksnifian attempt to bounce 
the people out of their liberty and tbeir privi- 
legen. 

“So far as strikes are concerned, this ruling 
will have no effect whatever. Neither will it 


uta stop to boycetting. It falls on the great 
abor world like a flake of snow on a big city. 
The constitutional rights of the workers and of 
the people to ehange their conditien or to quit 
their employment for anything they may con- 
sider a sutticient reason is inherent in the inde- 
pendence and the hearts of the people. 

“ Their right to refuse service to a master 
who is distasteful to them cannot be disputed. 
The working classes and their leaders cannot 
be enjoined against endeavoring to reform 
their position by any Judge’s decree. 

** This system of semi-slavery was practiced 
centuries ago by the English aristocracy and 
failed. It was gradually swept away, and if 
faults exist in the Inter-State Commeree or 
any other act, they will have to be brushed 
from the path of justice and progress. 

“ Buch efforts to crush honest organization as 
the conviction of Engineer Lennon will simply 
weld all manner of trades unions more strongly 
together. Weare not living under the old serf 
system. We belong to an “ ~ of freedom. We 
oan work when we like or for whom we like, 
and we can quit when we wish. 

* Again, [doubt that the decision can be sus- 
tained on anappeal. ‘The inter-State commerce 
law, neither by reading, object, ner application 
can be translated as an act for the government 
of the workers. According to the ruling o1 
Judges Rieks and Taft, every switchman, 
driver, or even locomotive fireman is classed as 
@ common carrier. They are not. This law 
cannot properly reach them. Evenif it does 
reach them, strikes cannot be prevented that 


way. 
We shall not labor under the burden of such 
@ decision. Acquired rights are not surren- 
dered so easily as these Judges imagine. The 
matter will be tested tothe full We deny that 
itis the law, or the intention of the law, and 
after all avenues of legal test have been ex- 
ored, should the ruling atill be upheld, which 
very much doubt, there is a lawmaking 
ower to which we can Yesort to have this in- 
quitons act altere d.”’ 


THE MEN LET DOWN EASY. 


ALL GO FREE BUT ONE, AND HE IS 


FINED A NOMINAL 8UM. 


ToLepo, April 3.—The decision of Judge Ricks 
was in ths cases of the eight engineers and fire- 
men arraigned for contempt of court. It was not 
as radical as the men feared, and did not assume 
to compel men to work against their will. 


Notice of appeal was at once given by Mr. 
Hurd. Judge Rioks’s decision was as follows: 


“This suit was instituted by the Toledo, Anu Ar. 
bor and North em Haiiway Company to com- 
pel the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern ilroad, 
the Pennsylvauia Company, and other defendants to 
receive frum itand to deliver to it freight and cars 
destined from one State to another, commonly known 
as inter-State freight. The bill was drawn tv enforce 
the third section of the Inter-State Commerce act, 
waich provides: : 
“*That it shall be unlawful for any common car- 
rier subject to the provisions of this act to make or 
giveany undue or unreasonable preference or acd- 
Vantage to any particular person, company, tirm, 
corporation, or locality. or auy particular desorip- 
tion of tratho, iu any respect whatsvever, or to sub- 
ject any parcicular person, company, firm, corpora- 
tion, or locality, of any particuiar description o: 
trattic, to any undue or unreasouable prejudice or 
disadvantage in any respect whatsoever.’ 

“The common carriers subject tv the provisions of 
that act are defined by the statute to be ‘any com- 
mon carrier or carriers engaged in the transportation 
of passengers or property wholly by raiiroad, or 
partly by railroad and partly by water, when boti 
are used under a common control, management, or 
arrangement for a continuous carriage or shipment 
from one State or Territory of the United States or 
the District of Columbia to any other State or Terri- 
tory of the United States.’ 

* The subject matterof this litigation is, there- 
fore, the constractiun and eniorcement of an act of 
Congress, and the court acquires jurisdiction be- 
cause of the Federal question involved. That suop 
question isinvoived I think too piain for serious 
controversy. Itissufficient to covatitute a case for 
cognizance by a Federal court, if it involves but a 
single ingredient or question dependent on the Con- 
stitution, or a law, or a treaty of the United states,

“Chief Justioe Marshall, in Osborn vs. United 
States Bank, » Wheaton, 738, considered this point, 
and came w the following conclusion:.

% receive and deliver passengers and freight, and to 
afford equal facilities fur the interchange of traffic. 
Corperasions can act only through their officers, 
agents, and servants, so thatthe mandatory provis. 
tous of the law which apply to the corpuration apply 
with equal force to its otiicers and employes. 

** The authority of the Court to issue such an order 
hae been questioned, but it rests on well-established 
principles. In Beadelvs. Perry, L. R., 3 Eq. 405, a 
mandatory injunction was grauted on motion by sir 
John Stewart, V.C. In giviug judgment in that 
case he said: 

*** Reference has been made to a supposed rule of 
court that mandatory injunctions cannot properly be 
made exeopt atthe hearing of the cause. i never 
heard of such arule.’” 


Judge Ricke discussed at great length the 
right of acourt of equity to give a decision in 
the pending case and says: 

“Now, let us apply these general principles of 
equity, which are consistent with every rale of nat- 
ural law and justice, to the facts of this case, so far 
as they affect those now charged with contempt of 
court. Theevidence shows that, according two the 
rules and customs of the company, the enginéers 

ere paid $3.75 for a ran of 100 miles aad were paid 
dor overwork.

service of the company in fact, and did not intend to 
do 80, and that his pretense to do so was uw trick to 
evade the order of the court. Being in the service of 
the company when he refused to switoh the Ann 
Arbor car into the train at Alexis, and haviug then 
full knowledge of the terme and meaning of the 
order of the court, that order was then in full force 
my commanded him to do the very thing he refused 
to do. 

“He, therefore, deliberately and gn vio- 
lated the mandate of the court and was guilty of 
contempt, I accept the protestations of Mr. Lennon, 
made under oath, that he did not intend to disobey 
the orders of the court, and did not believe he was 
violating the Jaws of the U nited States. 

“He is a member of the Krotherliood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, and supposed that while acting 
under its rules he was not arraying himself against 
the Jaws of his country. This suit has afforded the 
courts an opportunity for declaring the laws appli- 
cable to such emergencies, and the public interests 
have been thereby subserved. This does not, there 
fore, seem to me te be the occasion when it would be 
wholesome or wise to administer an exemplary pun- 
ishment. 

“The object of the court is to uphold and vindi- 
eate the laws without, under these circumstances, 
showing a disposition to op ress or punish those 
who have evidently been misled. 

“ With these views of my duty, an order will be 
entered that the accused. James Lennon, stands ad- 
judged as guilty of contempt and pay a fine of $50 
and the costsof this proceeding, upon payment of 
which he will be discharged from the further orders 
of the court. 

* The orders made imthisoase as to all the con- 
necting roads and their employes who have contin- 
ned in the service are still in full foroe, and it is but 
just to all concerned that the court should say that 
the laws and orders, having now been fully inter- 
preted and made public, any violations thereof that 
may hereafter be made will be dealt with in a spirit 
and purpose quite different from that which has con- 
trolled us in this case.”

TOLEDO, Ohio, April 3.—Judge Taft's opinion 
in the injunction suit brought by the Toledo, 
Ann Arbor and North Michigan Railroad Com- 
pany against the Pennsylvania Company and 
other railroad companies, and in which Chief 
Arthur and Grand Master Sargent were made 
joint defondants, is as follows: 


“This, @ motion by the complainant, the Toledo, 
Ann Arbor and North Michigan Kaiiway Company, 
for a temporary injunction to remain in force pend- 
ing this action, against P. M. Arthur, the chief ex- 
ecutive of the brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
and a defendant herein, restrains him from issuing, 
promuigating, or coniinuiug in foree any rule or 
order of said brotherhoud which sball require or 
cormmmand any employes of any of detendant railway 
companies herein torefuse to handle anda deliver 
any cars of freightin course of transportation from 
one State to anoiher to the complainant, or from re- 
fusing toreceive and handle cars of such freignt 
which have beep hauled over complainant's road, 
and alaotrom in any way, directly or indireotly, en- 
deavoring to persuade or induce any of the employes 
of the defendant railway companies whose lines oon- 
nect with the railroad of complainant not to oxtend 
to said company the same facilities for interchang- 
ing of inter-State traffic as are extended by said com- 
panies to other railway companies. 

“ A temporary resiraining order to this effect was 
issned by me against Arthur, ex-parte. A hearing 
has since been had, and the question now is whether, 
ou the evidence produced, the order shall be con- 
tinued in force until the fina! decision of the case. 

‘* The original bill was filed against eicht railroad 
companies and the Superiutendcnts of two of them, 
and averred that the defendants, who were operating 
lines of railway connecting with that of complainant 
company at Toledo, had threatened torefase tv receive 
from and to deliver to the complainant company inter- 
state freight, on the ground that their locomotive 
engineers, who were members of the brotherhood, 
would refuse to baul or hanuJe the same, because 
complainant employed on its lines engineers who 
were not members of the brotherhood; and the bili 
further averred that if the threat was carried out it 
would work an irreparabie injury to the complain- 
ant, for which damages could not be estimated and 
the law offered no adequate remedy. 

“The prayer of the bill was for an order enjoining 
the defendant companies, their employes, and serv- 
aunts from refusing to receive and deliver complain- 
ant’s inter-State freight. 

‘“‘@ temporary order as prayed for was issued by 
Judge Kicks, An ameudment to the bill was after- 
ward filed, making two new defendants, P. M. Ar- 
thur and F. P. Sargent. Sargent, it subsequentiy 
uppeared, Was a non-resident of the district, and the 
bil) as against him was dismissed for want of juris- 
diction. 

“As to Arthur, the amendment charges that he, 
as Chief of the brotherhood, exercises a controlling 
influence upon its members in all matters treated 
by ite rules and regulations; that one of its rules re- 
quires ali its nembers in the employ of any railway 
company, whenever an order to that effect shail be 
given by its said chief olficer, to refuse to receive, 
handle, or carry cars ot freight from any other rail- 
road company whose employes, members of said as- 
sociation, have engazed in a strke; that such a 
strike has been declared against the complainant by 
the members of the brotherhood, with Arthur’s con- 
sent and approval. 

“That Arthur now publicly announces that unless 
complainant shall suvmit to the demands of its 
striking employes he will order the rule abore 
stated enforced; that the rule isin direct oontra- 
vention of the inter-State commerce law, and is in- 
tended to induce the employes of the defendant 
companies to violate that law and the previous 
‘order of this court, and that Arthur, with others, is 
conspiring to that end. 

“The jarisdiction of this court to hear ané decide 
the Case made by the bili, Caunot be maintained on 
the ground of- the diverse citizenship of the parties. 
if it exists, it must arise from the subject matter of 
thé sult.. The billinvokes the chancery powers of 
this..court to protect the complainant in rights 
which it claims under the act of Congress passed 
Feb. 4, 1887, known as the Inter-State Commerce 
act, and an act amending it passed March 2, 1889. 

“These acts were passed by Congress in the exer- 
cise of the power conferred on it by the Federal Con- 
stitution: ‘To regulate commerce with foreign na- 
ae among the several States, and with the Indian 
tribes.’ 

“*Oounse) for defendant Arthur contends that the 
inter-State commerce lawand its amendinents are 
only declaratory of the common law, which gave the 

game rights to complainant, and that therefore this 
is not a case of Federal jurisdiction. 

“The original jurisdiction of this court extends by 
act of Congress passed Aug. 13, 1883, to ‘all suits of 
a civil nature, at common law or in equity, where the 
matter in dispute exceeds, exclusive of interests and 
costs, the sum or Value Of $2,000, and arising under 
the Constitution or laws of the United States.’ 

“The bill makes the necessary averment as to the 
amount in dispate. It is immaterial what rights 
the complainant would have had before the passage 
of the inter-State commerce law. It is guilicient 
that Congress in the constitutional excrelse of power 
has given the pusitive sanction of Federal law to the 
rights secured in the statute, andany case involving 
the enforcement of those rights is a case arising un- 
der the lawe of the U nited states. 

“Vhe Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers is an 
association organized in 1868, whose members are 
locomotive engineers in active service in the United 
tates, Mexico, andthe Dominion-of Canada. Their 
nut ber is 35,000. 

“The engineers engaged with the defendant com. 
panies are most of them members of the brother- 
hood. The purpose of the brotherhood is deciared in 
ite constitution to be more effectuaily to combine 
the interests of locomotive engineers, to elevate 
their standing as such, and their characters as men. 
These endsare sought to be obtained by requiring 
that every member shall bea manof good moral 
character, of temperate habits, and a locomotive en- 
gineer in actual service witha years experience, 
and by imposing the penalty of ——— upon any 
member guilty of disgraceful conduct or drunken. 
ness, of neglect vf-duty, of injury to the property of 
the employer, or of endageriug the lives of persons. 

**A mutual iusurance association is supported in 
connection with the brotherhood, in which every 
member is required to carry @ poliay, and there is an 
etticient employment bureau for the members. A 
strong and complete organization is maintained 
for the systematic government of the brotherhood, 
and its rules are well adapted to establishing and 
carrying out general and local plaus with respect to 
the terms of empioyment of its members. 

“ submission to these plans when once adopted by 
requisite vote is required of every member on pen- 
alty of expulsion. Lhe management of cuntro- 
versies with employer companies is immediately 
witha Chairman ofa standing General Adjustment 
Committee for the particular railroad system in- 
volved and afterward with the Grand Chie 

“ The Grand Chief has large judicial and executive 

owers. He is the nitimate authority always called 

n to adjust differences between membera and their 

employer, and he is the one to whom appeals are made 
to settle disputes arising between members and 
subdivisions. He is alsv the head of the insurance 
company. 

“Early last month the Superintendent of com- 
plainant company refused to grant a demand by ite 
engineers for higher wages. After some unsucess- 
ful attempts at negotiating, Arthur, who had been 
called in, consented to the atrike which had pre- 
viously been voted by two-thirds of the brotherhood 
men in complainant's employ. 

“As s00B as the mep went out, on Maroh 7, Ar- 
thur sent to eleven Chairmen of the General Adjust. 
ment Committees, on as many railroad sysieme in 
Ohio and the neighboring States, the following dis- 

ateh: 

“* Where is a legal atrike in force upon the Toledo, 
Ann Arbor and North Michigan Raltlroad. See that 
the men on your road comply with tho laws of the 
brotherhood. Notify your General Manager.’ 

“a ‘legal strike,’ in brotherhood parlance, means 
one consented to by the Grand Ohief. His consent 
is necessary under the rules of the order to entitle 
the men thus outof employment to the three months’ 
pay allowed to striking members. Arthur admits 
that the particular law tv which he referred in thie 
dispatch was one adopted at Denver three years 
ago, but which is not publishedin the printed copy 
of the constitution aud by-laws. It is as follows: 

“* Twelsth—That hereafter when action has been 
sustained by the Grand Jury and carried into effect 
by the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engincers it 
shall be recognized as a violation of obligation fora 
member of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers’ Association whe may be employed on a rail- 
road runping in connection with or ae to said 
road to handle the property belonging to said rail- 
road or system in any way that may benefit said 
company with which the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers is at isene until the grievance or issue of 
whatever nature or kind has been amicably settied.’ 

“It is quite clear from tne evidence that ‘a viola- 
lation of obligation’ is the highest offense of which a 
member can be guilty, and merits expulsion, 

“On the 17th of March the temporary restraining 
order issned by me was served on Arthir. He was 
therein commanded to rescind any order he might 
have promulgated to engineers on connecting lines 


advice of counsel he obeyed, and senta dispatch to 


atch of March 16. This had the effect to lift the 
embargo,’ ao called. 

“The resu!t of this evidence§is that the members 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers have 
by the adoption of Rule 12 made an agreement 
among themselves that whenever any of tneir com- 
rades, with the consent of Arthar, leave the employ 
of one company because the terms of employment 
are unsatisfactory, the mombers employed by com- 

nies operating connecting lines will inflict an 
fajory on the first company by preventing, as far as 
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possibie, the first company from doing any Dusiness 
asacommon oarrier, involving the interchange of 
freight with connecting lines. 

“Tt will be convenient, in disoussing the question 
whether any relief can properly be given to com- 
plaipant against Arthur, to consider Rule No. 1%, 
~ the acts done, or to be done, in pursuance there- 
of: 

* Firet—In the light of the oriminal law. 

“ Sceond—With reference to their character as 
civil wrongs. 

“ Third—With reference to the remedies which ® 
Court of Equity may atford againat them. 

** First, the complainant and defendant companies 
are common carriera, subject to the provisions of the 
Inter-State Commeroe act, and the business ex- 
changed between them is averred by the bill to be 
Dearly all inter-State freight. 

“ The second paragraph of the third section of the 
act provides that ‘all common oarriers subject to 
the provisions of this act shall, according to their 
respective powers, afford all reasonable, proper, and 
equal facilities for the interchange of tratlic between 
their respective lines, and for the receiving, for- 
warding, and delivery of passengers and property to 
and from their several lines and those connecting 
therewith, and shall not discriminate in their rates 
and charges between such connecting lines.’ 


“*Seotion 10 of the act as amended provides that 
‘any common carrter subject to the provisions of thie 
act, whenever such Common carrieris a corpora- 
tion, any Director or officer thereof, or any receiver, 
trustee, or lessee, agent, or person acting for or em- 
ployed 7 such corporation, who alone, or with any 
corporations, company, erson, or party * * * 
shall willfally omit or fail to do any act, matter, 
or thing in ‘this act required to be done, 
or shall cause or willingly euffer or permit any 
act, matter, or thing so directed or required by this 
act to be done, not to be done, or shall aid or abet 
such omission or failure, * « * shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon oonvioc- 
tion thereof in any District Court of the United 
States within the jurisdiction of which said offense 
was committed, be subject to a fine of not to exceed 
$5,000.’ 

*“* Under this section it will be seen that the en- 

gimeers of the defendant companies refusing to 
handle inter-state freight of complainant are guilty 
of a misdemeanor and subject to criminal prosecu- 
tion. 
“Section 10 in terms subj ects to punishment only 
the common carrier company and its employes, but 
it is quite clear that any one, though neither a com- 
mon crrier nor an employe, aiding or abetting or 
procuring the common carrier or its employes to 
violate the section ‘would be punishable under it as a 
principal. 

** It is, therefore, evident that Arthur and the other 
members of the brotherhood, if successful in procur- 
ing either their own members or the defendant com- 
panies torefuse to handle inter-state freight from 
complainant company, would be guilty of vielating 
section 10 and punishable as principais thereunder. 

“Section 3,440, Revised Statutes, provides that if 
ope or more persons conspire * * * to commit 
any offense against the United States, * * * and 
one or more parties do any act to effect the objeet of 
the conspiracy, all the parties to suoh conspiracy 
shall be liable to a penalty of not more than $10,000, 
or to imprisonment for not more than two years, or 
to both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court. 

“All persons combining to carry out Rule 12 of 
the brotherhood against the complainant company, 
if any one of them does an actin furtherance of the 
combination, are punishable under the foregoing 
section. 

“This is true, because, as already shown, the ob- 
ject of the conspiracy is to induoe, procure, and 
compel the defendant companies and their employes 
to refuse equal facilities to the complainant com- 
pany for the interchange of inter-state freight, 
which, as we haveseen, isan offense agaivat the 
United States, by virtue of Section 10, ‘above quoted. 

“For Arthur to send word to the committee Chair- 
men to direct the men to refuse to handle inter-state 
freight of complainant, and to notify the defendant 
companies with the intention of procuring them w 
do so, all in execution of Rule 12, is an act in fur- 
therance of the conspiracy to procure the defendant 
companies to commut a orime, and subjects him and 
all conspiring with him to the penalties of Section 
44.500, Revised Statutes. 

“ Avain, for the men, in furtherance of Rule 12, 
either to refuse to handle the freight or threaten to 
quit or actually to quit on order to prooure or induce 
the defendant companies to violate penal section of 
the inter-State commerce law, would constitute acts 
in furtherance of the conspiracy, which would render 
them aiso liable to the penalty of the same section. 


* Herein is found the ditterence between the act of 
—e of the complainant company in combining 
to withhold the benefit of their labor from it and. the 
act of the employes of the defendant companies in 
combining to withhoid their labor from them—that 
is, the difference between a strike and a boycott. 

“The one, combining so far as its character is 
shown in the evidence, was lawful because it was 
for the lawful purpose of selling the labor of those 
engaged in itfor the highest price obtainable and 
on the best terms. 

“The probable inconvenience or loss which its em- 
ployes might impose on the Complainant company 
by withholding their labour would, under ordinary 
circumstanees, be a legitimate means available to 
them for inducing a compliance with their domands. 

* sut the employes of defencaut companies are not 
dissatisfied with the terms of theiremployment. So 
far as appears, those terms work a mutual benefit to 
employer and employed. What the employes pro- 

ose to do is to deprive the dviendant companies of 
tie benefit thus acoruing from their labor unless the 
companies will consent to do a criminal and unlaw- 
fulinjury tothe complainant. 

* Neither law Bor morals can give a man the right 
to labor or withhold his labor tor such @ purpose. 
Under the principle above stated, Arthur and all 
members of the brotherhood engaged in causing loss 
to the complainant are liable for any actual joss in- 
flicted in pursuance of their conspiracy. 

“The inter-State commerce law itself recognizes 
the duties therein imposed to be of such a Character 
au LO Warrant a remedy by enforced apecitic perform- 
ance, for, in summary equity proceedings, at the in- 
stance of the Inter-State Commerce Commission pro- 
vided by Section 16 as amended in 188), express 
power to issue injunctions, mandatory or other- 
wise, to prevent Violations of the orders of the 
commission ia given to Circuit Courts. 

“ In addition to that aremedy by mandamus in the 
District and Cireuit Courts, expressly denominated 
cumulative, is given toan interested person to com- 
pel compliances by a common carrier with the pro- 
visions of the act. 

“A corporation acts only through its officers and 
employes, and it is through them only that its action 
can be restrained or compelied. While doing the 
work of the company the employe is the company, 
and, having notice of a mandate from a court of corn. 
petent jurisdiction as to how that work must be 
done, he must in his work obey the mandate. 


“The reason for the rule is obvious. It would be 
impracticable to enforce the relation of master and 
servant against the willofeither. Especially is this 
true in the case of railway engineers, where nothing 
but the most painstaking and devoted attention on 
the part of the employe will seoure a proper dis- 
charge of his responsibie duties. 

“Jl wonld even seem to be against public policy to 
expose the lives of the traveling pubiic and the 
property of the shipping public to the danger which 
might urise from the enforced and unwilling per- 
formance of 80 delicate a servies. Lhe argument is 
made that, as great public interests are dependent on 
the continuous performance by common carriers of 
their duties, equity shonld intervene by injunction 
to prevent the orippling of those publio agents by 
unlawful strikes. 

“Itistrue that remedies in courts of equity ex- 
pandand progress to meet the wants of me | 
civilization and conditions, but that expansion an 
progression are slong detined lines, and the enforced 
specitic performance of a contractof service would 
be a marked departure from the precedents to be 
found in a century of equitable relief. 

* We tinally reach the question whether, in view 
of the foregojng, this court can enjoin Arthur from 
ineiting, iuducivg, or procuring the members of the 
brotherhood in the employ of the defendant compa. 
nies to carry out Rule q2. and refuse to handle com. 
piainant’s freight. 

**We have no doubt of it. For him to do so will be 
to cause an unlawful, irreparable iujury- to oom. 
plainant, and will be to induceon the partof the 
employes a Violation of the mandatory order of 
this court, Either of these grounds is ample for the 
exercise upon him of the restraining power of a writ 
ofinjuuction. Reason and the authorities hereafter 
cited would warraut use in going farther, if not. 


“ While it is true that the engineers In the employ 
of defeudant companies may not be enjoined from 
quitting the service of these companics, there is no 
rule of equity which prevents the court from en. 
joining Arthurfrom advising. inducing, or proour- 
ing such employes in pursuauce of Rule 12 to quit 
the servioe of defendant companies for the purpose 
of causing a wrongful, criminal, and irreparable in- 
jury to the compiainant. 

“The effect would be, not to compel the employes 
to remain in the service of the defendant compunies 
against their will, but 1t would be to keep from them 
@ wrongful influence, which, if exerted, would be 
likely to cause such an injury. It is immaterial 
whether the step to betaken by Arthur is merely 
ministerial, as is said, or whether it involves discre- 
tiun on his part. The operation of the rule as against 
complainant is nnlawfnl, will do it irreparable in- 
jury, and, therefore, with the exception already 
noted, every step in its enforcement may be en- 
joined.” 

Here Judge Taft cites numerous authorities 
to sustain bis position. Thedecision continues: 


“It was suggested in argument that an injunction 
wonld not issue against the committance of a crime. 
The rule thus broadly stated has sumetimes been an- 
nounced, but it will be found, on examination of the 
oases, that it applies only where the injury about to 
be caused is to the public alone and where the 
proper remedy is by criminal proceedings, 

*“Where an unlawful injunotien to private rights 
is threatened and irreparable injury is likely to en. 
enue, equity will enjoin on behalf of the person whose 
rights are to be invaded, notwithstanding the fact 
that a criminal proceeding on behalf of the public 
for the same act will alsv lie. 

“In closing, allusion should be made to that part 
of the original restraining order herein, which com- 
pelled Arthur to rescind the direction he had already 
given forthe enforcement of Rule 12. it was man- 
datory in ite character, and, therefore, unusual, but 
precedents in equity abundantly justify it 

“The effect of Arthur's act was continuing jn its 
foroe, anil would in the immediate future have 
cause? the injury which complainant had the right 
to be protected against. There was absolutely no 
way of maintaining the status quo between the par- 
ties (which is the proper office of a preliminary in 
junction) but by compelling atonce a rescission of 
Arthur's act. 

‘*Had its effect been allowed to continue, future 
equitable relief would have been entire futile. The 
whole injury would have been done. The rule gov 
erning the court in such cases is stated as foliows in 
‘High on Injunctions,’ Section 2: 

‘** and when there is a willful and unlawful inva. 
sion of plaintitfs right, against his protest and re- 
monstranoe, the injury being a continuing one, a 
mandatory injunction may be granted in the first in- 
stance.’ 

“The present was an extreme oase, The injury 
threatened was wilitul, wromgfal, and criminal, and 
amandaic, though nots frequent remgdy, was neces- 


sary, and could by no possibility under the circum. 
stances work injury to any one. 

The motion for a temporary injanction against 
Defendant Arthar is ailowed as prayed for.” 


“IT’S ALL RIGHT,” SAYS ARTHUR. 
CLEVELAND, April 3.—Grand Chief Arthur of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, re- 


fused, when informed of the decision of the 
United Staten District Court, to discuss the 
matter. 

** It's all right,” he said, “the engineers will 
get through somehow. I don’t care tosay what 
we will do next, but Ihave not given the sub- 
ject ® moment’s thought.” 





THREE BRAZIL LINERS SOLD. 


LUDLOW & CO. GET THE ALLIANCA, 
ADVANCE, AND VIGILANCA. 


Three ships belonging to the United States 
and Brazil Mail Steamship Company were sold 
ander the hammer yesterday by John W. 
Jacobus, United States Marshal, at the foot of 
East Nineteenth Street, to satisfy Hens and 
mortgages upon the vessels. 

Charles A. Berrian, auctioneer, opened the 
sale on board the Allianoa by offering that ship 
to the highest bidder. E. BK. Bartlett of the Em- 
pire Warehouse Company of Brooklyn, started 
the bidding at $20,000. Mr. Wilkins of the firm 


of E. H. Ludlow & Co, raised this bid to $25,000. 
J. A. Sherman offered $40,000, and the price 
was forced up to $83,000, for which amount the 
Vessel was secured by E. H. Ludlow & Co. 

The auctioneer then led the way to the Vigil- 
anoa, which lay further down the pier. J. A. 
Sherman offered $60,000, and the price was 
raised $5,000 ata time till $80,000 was offered 
by Mr. Bartlett. Ludlow & Co. bid $81,000 and 
won the Vigilanca. 

The Advance was the third ship to be sold. 
Mr. Sherman bid $15,000 as a starter. Mr. 
Bartlett and Capt. Howes, who represented C. 
P. Huntington, took part, and the bids went up 
till $90,000 was offered by Capt. Howes. Luda- 
low & Co. put up anether thousand dollars, and 
the Advance was alao acquired by them. Lud- 
low & Co..thus secured the three steamers for 
$255,000. 

The price paid was low, especially in the ease 
of the Vigilanca, which was builtin 181, and 
whioh ia said to have cost over $400,000. 

lt was rumored that C. P. Huntington, Vice 
President of the old company, was the real pur- 
chaser, though the fact that his representative, 
Capt. Howes, raised the bids on the Advance 
was difficult to reconcile with this theory. 

Mr. Huntington refused to make any astate- 
ment yesterday in regard to the matter. 

William M. Ivins, the President of the com- 
pany, told a reporter of THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
that it was not Known that Mr. Huntington was 
interested in the purchase of the vessels. Mr. 
Wilkins of the tirm of E. H. Ludlow & Co. said 
that *‘ he had been instructed not to answer any 
questions whatever in-regard to the matter.”

DIED AFTER THE OPERATION. 


HELEN ZARSKR’S FATHER BLAMES 
ROOSEVELT HOSPITAL SURGEONS. 


In the front room of theatop tenement at 765 
First Avenue the body of ten-year-old Helen 
Zarske lay in acotiin last night, and while her 
mother rocked the cradle her two little sisters 
clung to their father in afrightened way, while 
he told the reporters how Helen had “ been 
butchered,” as he said, at the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, where he took her in his arms March 8 to 
have her cured of fits. 

Yesterday morning Zarske, who is doing car- 
penter work for Harrington & Co., just across

At rhe Roosevelt Hospital it was said that the 
ehild’s death was undoubtedly caused by the 
operation. The physicians had decided that 
trephining was the proper way to eure her, and 
the cutting of her skull had proved fatal. 

Dr. Howard Taylor, who issued the permit for 
the child’s burial, said that he personally had 
received no permission to perform any opera- 
tion on her, but he presumed that the hospital 
authorities had, of course.

CARLYLE HARRIS’S HOPES 


SAID TO BE BASED ON RICHARD 
CBOKER’S INFLUENCE. 


THREE ; Prince, 


THE TAMMANY CHIEFTAIN, IT IS SAID, 
WILLINTERCEDE WITH GOV. FLOWER 
TO SAVE HARRIS FROM THE ELECTRIC 
CHAIR—THE GOVERNOR’S DIGNIFIED 
POLICY OF SILENCE. 


ALBANY, April 8.—If Carlyle Harris is fortu- 
mate enough to escape the electric chair he can 
thank Richard Croker for it, fot word comes 
from New-York that the Tammany chieftain 
will come here Tuesday for the express purpose 
of interceding for the condemned man with 
Gov. Flower. None of the Tammany people in 
Albany profess to know anything of Mr. 
Croker’s intentions. In fact, a few of them de- 
clare positively that he will not come, but their 
explanations can be placed upon the side of 
their devotion to their chief. 

It is known certainly that Mrs. Harris has 
said that she would appeal to Mr. Croker, who 
is a tender-hearted man, and susceptible to the 
sort of exhortation that the mother of the con- 
demned man would make. It is also known 
that Mrs. Harris has had an interview with the 


Tammany chief, that the latter became at once 
intensely interested in the case, and finally got 
rid of her by assuring her of his intention to 
see the Governor and urge clemency. 

That the Harris family, mother and son, have 
been buoyed up by some such hope has been 
made manifest by the sudden disappearance of 
the mother from the public gaze since the mur- 
derer was taken to Sing Sing, and by the almost 
unnatural cheerfulness which Harris has dis- 
played in all his public utterances, and when- 
ever he has placed himself on exhibition to 
gratify the whims of the morbid and the curt- 
ous. 

Gov. Flower’s policy since Recorder Smyth 
resentenced Harris; has been dignitied and non- 
committal in the extreme. Petitions and let- 
ters have been received by him by the bushel in 
favor of Harris. Scarcely an hour has passed 
daily that his opinion has not been asked touch- 
ing the guilt of the prisoner, or asto whether 
he would exercise the highest prerogative 
bestowed upon his oftice and commute 
the sentence. On these ocoasions the Governor 
has shown the qualifications of a good list- 
ener and a poor talker. Even his closest 
friends have struck a reluctant streak that dis- 
couraged persistent questioning. To one of 
the most influential men in the State, who asked 
him foran opinionas tohis probable action, 
the Governor made this reply: ‘* There will be 
time enough to decide when the question 
comes up.’”’ 

Outside of Mr. Croker’s humane interference 
and the fact that he will exercise the right 
common to every American citizen, of petition- 
ing the Governor to exercise clemency for a 
condemned man, the people here who have 
heard of the plan regard the precedent asa 
dangerous one, which, taker ip connection with 
the recent commutation of the sentence of the 
unfortunate man Sliney for asassassinating 
Robert byons, cannot but turn our code of crim- 
inal procedure into contempt, overthrow the 
power and dignity of the Court of Appeals, cen- 
vert the act of murder in New- York into a farce, 
and puta premium upon the commission ofa 
capital offense.

NURSE CHILDS D£SCRIBES 
BUCHANAN’S SYMPTOMS, 


MRS. 


TESTIMONY NOT LIKELY TO HELP THE 
PROSECUTION IN THE FAMOUS WIFE- 
POISONING CASE—DR. M’INTYRE EX- 
AMINED THE PATIENT’S MEDICINE 
AND SAID IT WAS ALL RIGHT. 


The prosecution in the trial of Dr. Robert W. 
Buchanan, charged with poisoning his wife 
with morphine, yesterday put on as a witness 
Sarah QO. Childs, a woman whose good character 
is unquestioned. She was the nurse who sat at 
the bedside of Mrs. Buchanan for twenty-five 
hours previous to her death. 

Her testimony proved to be a boomerang for 
the prosecution. On direct examination she 
said nothing that was especially important, 
then, under a most skillful cross-examination 
by Lawyer Herbert Knight, she carefully de- 
scribed the symptoms of the patient she was 
nursing and her conduct. The symptoms she 
described were these of apoplexy and not the 
symptoms of a sufferer from narootio poisoning. 

Further than this, the nurse testified that the 
bottle from which Dr. Buchanan gave his wife 
medicine, and which Assistant District Attor 
bey Osborne, in his opening address to the jury, 
intimated was the bottle from which the mor- 
phine was given, was left.on thejmantel by Dr. 
Buchanan for her to give medicine te the 
patient, that she did not give it because the 
patient wasina state of coma; but that Dr. 
McIntyre, one of the two physicians whom Dr. 
Buchanan called in to treat his wife, picked up 
the bottle, smelled and tasted its contents, and 
said that the medicine was all right. 

The proceedings in Part IIL of the Court of 
General Sessions yesterday marked the opening 
ofthe third week of the trial in the famous 
poisoning case. The first week was consumed 
in getting the jury. Inthe remaining time the 
prosecution has examined only fifteen of the 
forty-one witnesses it is intended to examine. 
While the defense may not be as elaborate, it is 
not believed that Recorder Smyth will have to 
charge the jury for at least three weeks yet. 

Buchanan, the rather unprepossessing little 
Nova Scotia doctor whose life is the issue in the 
ease, looked much better yesterday than he had 
atany other time in the trial. For two weeks 
he has had the exercise five days a week of 
walking to and from the Tombs, and the release 
from his cell, where he has been confined for 
nearly a year, has taken away from his face 
what is called the “ prison palior.” 

Recorder Smyth, District Attorney Nicoll, and 
Assistant District Attorneys Wellman and Os- 
borne were in their seats promptly at 11 o’clock, 
as were Lawyers Brooke, O’Sullivan, Knight, 


and Davison of the defense. The first witness 
called was Undertaker Charies A. benedict of 
60 Carmine Street, who embalmed the body of 
Mra Buchanan. He also officiated at its subse- 
quent exhumation and wae present at the au- 


topsy.

Childs in 
the house helping me to arrange things to move 
in and that she was a good uurse, and I would 
a. look after his wife. I went 
for Childs, and a few minutes after we 
went Gown together to the sick room. Dr.

She had noticed nothing peculiar in 
the doctor’s manner. The second teaspoonful 
of medicine, she said, Mrs. Buchanan had not 
taken, as it was spilled. She had heard the 
doctor say that Drs. MoIntyre and Watson were 
attending his wife. He gave the nurse instruc- 
tions as to giving the patient medicine.

If THEY HELP THE cuTTERS 11,000 
MEN. WILL BE INVOLVED. 


There is not much ohange in the strike of the 
United Garment Cutters, and both manufact- 
urers and striking cutters say that they are as 
strong as at the outbreak of the trouble. It was 
stated on Sunday that the Knights of Labor and 
the outters belonging to the Federation of Labor 
would come together and fight the manufactur- 
ers. This was denied by both sides yesterday. 
A meeting of the garment workers was held 
in Beethoven Hallin the morning. It was held 
to decide whether the cutters should call upon 
the tailors to come out. The tailors hold the 
balance of power. and, should they support the 
cutters, about 11,000 men would be involved. 
It was finally decided not to call upon the tailors 
te strike, but to let them determine for them- 
selves what they should do. The tailors have 
called a meeting for this evening at Walhalla 
Hall, 52 Orchard Street. 
The General Executive Board of the garment 
workers has prepared a list which contains the 
names of all lirms which are members of the 
Clothing Manufacturers’ Association, aud it will 
send this ciroular to all the customers of the 
members of the Manufacturers’ Association. 
Secretary White says: 
“4f the court prevents us from sending out 
the boycotting circular, we can send this. In 
the circular there ia nothing in the way of a re- 
quest to boycott the outputof the firma The 
circular simply gays: ‘The following firms 
have instituted the great lockout of their em- 
ployes who are members of the cutter unions 
of the United Garment Workers of America, 
affiliated with the American Federation of 
Labor. Many of the firms have broken their 
—e agreements with the union by their ac- 
on.’ 
H. 8. Mendelson of the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation said that the members of the associa- 
tion were hanging together like brambles on a 
bush. None of them had sent any communica- 
tions to the striking cutters offering to take the 
old employes baok.

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YUENGLING A DEFENDANT

FOR BLOWS IN BEHALF OF MRS. 
BLANC'’S COMFORT. 


LITTLE JOHN 8TEEN WENT TO SERVE 
HER WITH A LEGAL NOTICE, REP- 
RESZNTING THAT HE OAME FROM 
MR. BURR—GOT HIT IN THE EYE, 
HE SAYS—THE CASE DISMISSED. 


About two weeks ago, young Fred Yuengling, 
son of Yuengling the brewer, made a pugilistic 
assault on John Steen, a lad who had been sent 
by his employer, Lawyer Cannavan, to serve 
Mrs. Blano with a legal notice. Lawyer Can- 
navan desired to examine Mrs. Blanc in sup- 
plementary proceedings. 

she was stopping at the Hotel Vendome, 
when Steen sent a oard bearing the name of W. 
P. Burr to her room. Shoftly after the card 
was handed to her, Fred Yuengling came from 
her rooms to the lobby of the hotel, and asked 
Steen if he had sent the card. 

The youngster replied in the atfirmative, 
whereupon Yuengling said he was not telling 
the truth; that he, Yuengling, knew all of Mr. 
Burr’s clerks, and that Steen was not one of 
them. 

Afew words passed between the lad and 
Yuengling, and finally the latter hit Steen in 
the eye, and gave him a few body blows. 

Although Fred is an athlete, and is considered 
aclever amateur boxer by such of his friends 
a8 are not boxers, he failed to knook the boy 
Steen down, but did bruise his eye slightly. 

Steen ran out of the hotel and sought Police- 
man 3,285. The athletic club man was finally 
arrested, and Albert Aronson became his bonds- 
man. The complaint against the prisoner was 
set down for a hearing in the Court of Special 
Sessions in the Tombs. 

Yuengling’s assault on Steen was regarded by 
some of the young club man’s friends as a ored- 
itable performance, and Mrs. Blanc is said to 
have complimented him on the prowess he dis- 
played in chastising one of the many clerks 
who had been trying toserve her with notices 
of legal proceedings instituted by her numerous 
oreditors. 

Until yesterday it was generally believed in 
the more or less select circles in which Fred 
moves that Steen would not have the hardihood 
to press his complaint. 

“Why, the little beggaw will be lawfed out of 
court, don’t you know?” said oneof Fred's 
friends when informed that Steen intended to 
appear against Yuengling. 

One of Mr. Fred’s sporting friends was sure 
that the case would never come to trial because 
porenee injury had been done to Steen. Said 


* Fred didn’t ’it’im ’ard enough to put a dent 
in a pound o’ butter.” 

But Steen persisted in pressing his complaint, 
and yesterday morning Yuengling, Isaac Stein- 
feldt of the Hotel Vendome, Thomas Kane, the 
porter of the hotel; two young friends or Fred, 
and Steen, the complainant, appeared in the 
Court of Special Sessions, Justices Smith, 
Hogan, and Divver presiding. 

Yuengling and his friends took seats inside of 
the railing that separated them from the rab- 
ble in the courtroom. Yuengling wore, among 
other things, a white collar that was almost as 
high as a shirt cuff is long, a black neoktio, and 
a Spring suit of grayish-oolored clothes. 

Before Yuengling’s case was called several 
petit larceny and assault cases were disposed 
of by the court. A young woman fainted in the 
courtroom, and was lugged out clumsily by 
two of her friends aud an officer. This seemed 
to amuse Yuonglimg and hie friends, judging 
from their smiles. 

The clerk finally called out: 

“ Fred Yuengling, on bail” 

Yuengling stepped forward with a smiling 
face and took a seat by the side of his lawyer, 
Abe Hummel, in front of the Justices. 

John D. Steen, the complainant, was the first 
witness. He is about the size of Abe Hummel, 
and that talented legal giant is the smallest 
lawyer physically in the oly, Steen may be 
seventeen or eighteen years old. 

The complainant sald that he went up to the 
Vendome under instructions from his employer 
to serve alegal notice on the “‘ Baroness” Blanc. 
He remained in the hotel from 9 o’clook in the 
morning until 4 in the afternoon; then he sent 
a card on which was the name‘ of W. P. Burr 
to Mrs. Blanc’s rooms. He told the messenger 
to say that Mr. Burr wanted to see her. 

“Pretty soon Mr. Yuengling came down,”’ 
said the witness. ‘“‘ He wanted to know who had 
sent up the card to the ‘ Baroness's’ rooms, and 
I said [did. He said I could not see her, and 
we had some talk. He said to the porter, ‘Put 
that mau out,’ and the porter said, ‘I guess he 
will go without making any trouble.’ [| said I 
would. AslIfwas walking out, I sald to Mr. 
Yuengling, ‘Don’t think I’m being sassy.’ He 
said, ‘Don’t you be sassy to me’; then the first 
thing I knew he hit meinthe eye. He hit me 
two or three times.” 

“ What did you do?” asked Justice Smith. 

“Tranoutfor a policeman and found No, 
3,285. I wanted him to arrest Yuengling.” 

The witness was cross-examined quite tlercely 
by Lawyer Hummel, who said, in the course of 
his examination: 

“You were not employed by W. P. Burrt” 

“No, Sir.” 

“Then you lied when yon said W. P. Burr 


. Wanted to see the ‘ Baroness’ ?” 


* No, I was instructed to say that.” 

*“‘ You wereemployed by Mr. Cannavan, were 
you not?” 

** Yes, Sir.” 

“ta W. P. Burr was the ‘Baroness’s’ coun- 
BE ” 

** Yes; but—” 

** Never mind that,” said Mr. Hummel, stern- 
ly; “you were very quiet while you were in the 
hotel?” 

* Yes, Bir.” 

“ Didn’t talk loud?” 

** No, Sir.” 

Under Mr. Hummel’s skillful questioning, the 
lad got tangled up in his testimony and became 
confused. 

Miss E. L. Terrell, a pretty girl, was called as 
a witness for the complainant. Asked what she 
knew about the case, she faid faintly: 

‘“‘Tsaw nothing. I heard nothing.” 

Porter Kane was called for the defense. He 
said he heard Steen talking loud to Mr. Yueng- 
ling, and he had orders to put the complainant 


out. 

‘What did Steen say?” queried Mr. Hummel 
blandly. 

“He got sassy. Said Mr. Yuengling was a 
Mar. They hit ateach other. I osan’t say who 
hit first.”’ 

Isaac Steinfeldt of the Vendeme said Steen 
“ got rather buity’’ when Mr. Yuengling spoke 
to him. Sotto voce the witness remarked: 

“ He was a fresh duck.” ; 

Mr. Steinfeldt said, further: “I rang for a 
porter to put Steenout. I heard Steen call a 
name, but don’t remember what it was. He 
talked loudly. I couldn’t say who struok first.’’ 

As Steen was unrepresented by counsel, 
Yuengling’s witnesses were not cross-examined. 

Yuengling rounded up the testimony for the 
defense. With a“ Lunnon” accent he told how 
be had informed Steen that the latter was not in 
the employ of Mr. Burr and therefore could not 
see the *‘ Baroness.” 

“He made a pass at me,” said Fred, “and 
said: ‘You —-—-, l’ll got even with you yet.’”’ 

Mr. Yuengling defended himself from the 
fiery onslaught of the lad and that wasall He 
retired to his seat and resumed his smile. 

“T have two witmesses to show that I was au- 
thorized to use Mr. Burr’s name,” said Steen. 

“Case dismissed,” said Justice Smith. 

Fred left the courtroom smiling and had to 
sbake hands warmly with his two friends. As 
for little Steen, he was not in a smiling mood, 
and, in his youthful way, he looked unutterable 
things at Fred.

DEDICATION OF THE NEW HOME OF 
THE WOMAN’s INSTITUTE. 


Yonkers, N, Y., April 3.—The new home of the 
Woman's Institute of Yonkers, on Palisade Av- 
enue, dedicated this afternoon, is one of the 
handsomest edifices in this oity. It is three 
stories high, and is built of buff brick, trimmed 
with brownstone handsomely carved. 

The institute, which was organized in May. 
1880, as the Free Ciroulating Library for Self- 
Supporting Women, is seeking to promote the 
welfare of women, particularly those depend- 
ent upon their own efforts for support, by pro- 
viding a suitable place for meetings, a free cir- 
culating library and reading room, classes for 
instraction, 2 woman’s oxchange and employ- 
ment bureau, lectures, musicales, entertain- 
_—— and other means of benefit and recrea- 

on. 

Beginning in two small rooms thirteen years 
ago, s00n, through the generosity of Samuel 
Shetbar, the institute came into possession for 
a@ term of years of the house it until recontly ov 
cupied at 48 Palisade Avenue. As the work 
grew it was decided to erecta building fora 
. liome, and subscriptions were taken varying 

from 10 cents to $10,000 until about $40,000 
had been raised. The building fund was held 
for the society by Walter W. Law and William 
Allen Butler. Miss Harriet A. Butler is the 
Treasurer of the society. 

The building contains two stores, one of 
whioh is designed for the woman's exchange, a 
library and reading room, a social parlor, and a 
large assembly hall, with service room for the 
entertainments. Inthe industrial department 
are classes in dressmaking, millinery, em- 
broidery, plain sewing, and other things. In 
the domestic department instruction is given in 
= waiting, chamberwork, and laundry 
work. 

There are bath and toilet roomsin the base- 
ment and apartments for the janitor. The 
building was designed by Henry J. Harden- 
bergh and built by Joseph Perry, mason, and 
8. F. Quiok, carpenter. 

The employment bureau isone of the most 
benevolont and necessary departments of the 
institution. 

The building was inspected by large numbers 
of citizens to-day, and in the afternoon William 
Allen Butler delivered an interesting address 
upon the scheme of work to be followed.

Boston, April 3.—The Evening Traveller says: 


“Sensational developmeuts in the gas scandal 
which have taken place here during the past week 
as aresuit of the order of investigation into the at- 
fairs of the Bay State Gas Company by the Legislat- 
ure, have reached a climax by the discovery that a 
number of prominent New-York capitalists are in- 
volved in one endof the deal, Since the facts be- 
came known to the investigators every effort has 
been made to keep them from becoming public.

000, and to-morrow the last assessment of $626,000 
isdue. While aware now of the hazard of the enter- 
prise, they cannot, owing to an iron-clad contract, 


are only sending good woney after bad. 

“These men are to hold a meeting in New-York to- 
morrow at 120 Broadway to see what steps they can 
take to recover the money. Severa] well-known 
Bostonians, all of whom have been induced to part 
with their money, will be present at the meeting in 
Now- York,”

MICHIGAN’S LABOR BUREAU THINKS 


THERE ARK NOT TOO MANY HERE. 


LANSING, Mi¢h., April 3.—Tho tenth annual re- 
portof the Michigan Labor Bureau tella work- 
ingmen that there are not too many foreigners 
in the United States. 

It informs the owners of timber land and of 
fron and coal mines that their stumpage and 
royalties ought to be in the public Treasury in- 
stead of in their pockets, and that the converting 
of this great sum from private to public uses 
would be an aid tothe manufacturing and labor- 
ing interests of the country. 

Equally interesting are the parts relating to 
the concentration of wealth and the mortgage 
indebtedness of both the farming community 
and the ownersof urban real estate. It is 
shown that a few hundred persons own over 
half the real estate of Kalamazoo, Grand Rapids, 
Bay City, and Jackson, and presumably an 
equal proportion of the personal property as- 
sessed in those cities. 





A Bad Winter for Horses, 


CoLtFax, Washington, April 3.—J. 8. Buck of 
this city has just received a report from the 
men who have charge of his stock, 300 head of 


horses, in the Big Bend country, in the northern 
part of the State, that 25 per cent. of the band 
died from exposure aud starvation. 

The Winter was the most severe known in 
that region for many years, and the feed supply 
was inadequate to meet the requirements of a 
long siege. 

Buck thinks he has fared well, however. con- 
sidering that other stockmen in those regious 
lost 50 and 75 per cent. of their bands. One 
extensive cattle raiser near Columbia River 
even suffered the loss of every hoof. The In- 
dians in that section, too, have lost all their 
horecs,

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, April 3.—Provisions were decidedly un- 
settied within a moderate Tange, yet there was no 
such excitement as characterized the trade last Sat- 
urday. September lard received most attention, 
being supported by operators supposed to represent 
the clique, while pork was next in line, this product 
Sagging steadily after an early show of strength, aue 
in part toa lack of concerted action to support it 
aud intluenced mildly by the fact of two small fail- 
ures. Karly inthe day there was some buying of 
pork for account of a few shorts, but, when the mar- 
ket finally worked down to $16, stop orders came 
out and hastened the down turn to a point below 
that named. Schwartz, Dupee & McCormick were 
prominent buyers of lard and others with orders of 
that character were Chandler and Lightner, and 
September did’ not get far away from $9.50 
all day, selling at $9.75@$9.85 sparingly early, 
off to $9.45, and closing firm at $9.60, with May 150 
lower for the day, at $9.45. Geddes Kirkwood and 
Irving Green were sellers. Schwartz, Dupes, and 
McCormack were sellers of the long future at the 
close. May pork sold at $16.15 early, advanced to 
$16.40, and worked down to $15.7239, closing 456 
lower ior the day, at $15.80, with September at $16 
and cash at May prices toa shade above. The news 
frow the yards was unfavorable, with another drop 
of 15c in the price of hogs, and the domestic market 
for cash product was. demoralized and unsettled. 
May ribs opened slightly lower, around $9.06, sold at 
$8.55@$Y.25. and closed 2249c¢ lower, at $8.90, with 
September at $8.76 and cash about $8.80. Cash 
sales included G0U bbis mess pork on private terms, 
and 250 tos lard at $9.40. 

Wheat did rather better aftera period of weakness 
at the opening and on the whole averaged higher, 
with 3@%gc net gain finally scored. The Most in- 
fluential bull news was the continued talk of crop 
damages, the reports coming worse rather than bet- 
ter. The opening was tame at fractional declines, 
but the clique showed ao disposition to support 
the market, and it did not take ,;much buy- 
ing by such houses as Boyden & Parker to 
start an advance. Linn and Pardridge were 
also buyers, but their actions did not cause much 
comment in the pit. May advanced from the low 

oint of 761498765 @78¢, sagged fractionally, 

ouched 78\0, and finally rested at 77%o. July 

ranged at 734so up to 7349@73% at the close. The 
out-inspection was 188,68U bushels, none of it being 
contract wheat. The receipts at Western i points 
were 787,584 bushels.

The exercises yesterday were brief and sim- 
ple, consisting merely of short addresses by 
Mayor Gilroy and Joseph H. Choate and a pray- 
er and benediction respectively by Bishop 
Potter and Archbishop Corrigan. Foran hour 


before the exercises began a large number of 
ladies and gentlemen who are interested in 
the t work that the society is doing inspect- 
edthe very complete arrangements that have 
been made for the comfort of the building's 
future occupants. 

When Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry called 
the assemblage to order at 4 o'clock in the chil- 
dren's big playroom on the third floor there 
were fully 300 persons present. On the plat- 
form were — Gerry, Vice Presidents 
Thomas C. Acton, rge G. Haven, and Harmon 
Hendricks, and Directors Joseph H. Choate 
Henry &. Alien, Louis B. Binsse, and Samue 
D. Babcock, Bishop Potter, Archbishop Cor 
rigan, Abram 8. Isa editor of the Jewish 
Messenger, and Dallas D. Pratt, Treasurer of 
the society. 

Among the other many well-known ople 

resent were Commissioner of Charities Porter, 

olice Justices Sims, Meads, and Taintor, Dor- 
man B. Eaton, Simon B, Ehriich, Chief Justice 
of the City Court; the Rev. H. CG.

INTERESTING LEGAL POINTS. 


—_——_—>___—_ 
IMPORTANT DECISIONS BY THE FEDERAL 
SUPREME OOURT. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—In the Supreme Court to- 
day, in the case of the People of the Btate of New- 
York, ex rel Carl Schurz et al. vs. Frederick Cook, 
Secretary of State, Justice Jackson declared the 
opinion of the court to be that the law of New. York 
of 1886, imposing a tax upon the incorporation of 


stock companies proportioned to the amount of 
stock, was hotan impairment of contracts, and the 
assessment of taxes thereunder is proper and con- 
stitational. 

In the case of the appeal of the Manhattan Com- 
pany, & banking concern of New-York, from the 
judgment of Judge Lacombe in the United States 
court for the Southern District of New-York, de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day, the status of State funds deposited in banks 
was defined. Justice Blatchford rendered the opin- 
ion, which showed the facts to be these; M. B. 
Blake, Collector of Internal Revenue, in isgi col- 
lected @ large sum from the bank as tax upon de- 
posite under the law of 1864 imposing a tax of one- 
twenty-fourth of 1 per cent on bank deposits. The 
bank brought suit to recover the money paid, alleg- 
ng that the tax had been assessed on moneys of the 

tate of New-York, making it in effect # tax on the 
revenues of the State, and thereby constitutionally 
excluded from the term deposits. The court below 
gave F gy for the Collector, and thefbank ap. 
peal ustice Blatchford, in the opinion affirming 
the judgment of the co below, said the money of the 
ma in the bank could not be considered as revenues 
of the State, but were deposits and subjeot to tax. 
Neither did the presence of the money in the bank 
create « trust in favor of creditors of the State. 

The Supreme Court of the United States to-day 
announced its construction of the proclamation by 
the President and the act of Congress in 1889, open- 
ing to settlement the Creek Indian reservation in 
Oklahoma. They contained provisions that “any 
person who may enter upor any part of said lands 
prior to the time that the same are opened to settle- 
ment shall not be permitted to occupy or te make 
entry of such lands or lay any claim thereto.” Alex- 
ander F. Smith, a railroad employe living at Edmond 
Station, at the time the | were opened, entered a 
quarter section. His right of entry was contested 
by Eddy B. Townsénd, and decided in his favor by 
the local land officer, but on appeal the Commis. 
sioner of the General Land Office, the Secretary of 
the In or, the District Court, and the Supreme 
Courtof Oklahoma succeasively afilirmed Townsend's 
entry, and Smith appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Justice Brewer announced the 
Geoision of the court to-day, in an opinion reviewin«c 
the facte and law in the case, concluding with the 
statement that “any one who Was within the Terri. 
torial limite at the hour ef noon of April 22 was, 
within both the letter and spirit of the statute, dis- 
quali to take a homestead therein.” Judgment 
of the Oklahoma Supreme Court affirmed.
